Vandalism Threatens Lights And Phones 


as the lown gets a small percentage of 
tile revenues. "There are more than 
enough phones for the area,” iorio said, 
"but the kids give the phone company 
problems." 

However, Iorio said the potential for 
profit is wortli the risk of vandalism lo 
the phone company and that is why they 
installed the eight new phones. 

New England Telephone Company 
spokesman Charles Reardon said the 
cost of repairing the vandalism ranges 
from $80(1 to $1600 per phone depending 
on the extent of the damage. “The 
telephone set itself costs $(100, regardless 
of the enclosure, the wiring or lighting,” 
said Reardon. 

"In the long run, the public is the 
loser,” added Reardon. "The public loses 
accessibility to phones for safety and 
convenience and then has the expense of 
the repair and maintenance passed on lo 
them in the form of increased rates." 

Winchester residents claim they need 
the phones and make good use of them 
when they are working, of course. 

"It's about time they installed 
phones,” said Everell road resident 
Ellen Torres. "It’s such a drag to get 
stranded there at 11 p.m.” 

Woburn resident Ruth Malonson said 
her daughter was stranded at the Win¬ 
chester station late at night and finally 
had lo go to the police station to call home 
for a ride. 

Murphy said that by walking around 
the area behind the train station, it is 
easy to detect what goes on back there. 

"If you could get one dollar for every 
beer can back (here i behind the station), 
you could retire," he said 


Although police make routine checks of 
the area, McHugh said the location is 
isolated and police cannot be there 
constantly to monitor activities. 

"We move the kids along but they 
have a million excuses for hanging 
around the phones," McHugh explained. 
"They’re waiting for calls. They’ve got to 
call their mother and it's busy. Or, when 
some kid goes to call his mother, they all 
get in the booth to talk to her." 

McHugh, iorio and Murphy said the 
phone booths and waiting room are used 
as toilets and places to start fires, drink, 
and throw rubbish among other ac¬ 
tivities. 

After several incidents involving 
smashed windows in the waiting room, 
Murphy said he finally gave up on 
thewindows and had a mason come and 
brick over the entire wall. 

"It’s unfortunate that that had to 
happen because it was nice with the 
windows," Murphy said. 

Iorio said that if the youths would 
leave the pay phones alone, the phones 
could bring in a lot of money for the 
phone company as well as for Winchester

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IRS Penalties 
Can Be Abated 


Taxpayers who are assessed a penalty 
because of a tax delinquency, and feel the 
penalty is unwarranted, may, in many 
cases, appeal the penalty, according to 
Herbert It. Mosher, District Director for 
IRS. 

Tax hills contain information on how 
lo request elimination of a penalty 
charge. Generally, the first step is to 
correspond with the appropriate IRS 
service center. 

If the service center rejects the 
request, the taxpayer will receive a letter 
explaining the reason for the rejection. 
The letter will also include information 
on further appeal procedures, along with 
the name and phone number of an IRS 
Appeals Office official. 

Cases can sometimes be resolved at 
this |>oint with a phone call lo the appeals 
officer, Mosher said. Rut if a formal 
appeal is in order, the taxpayer should 
submit the request in writing to the 
service center penalty appeals coor¬ 
dinator. The coordinator will forward the 
case file to an appeals office. While a 
conference may be necessary at this 
stage, the majority of cases probably will 
be resolved by phone or correspondence 

Mosher stressed that when penalties 
are assessed in cases of fraud or criminal 
intent, there can be no appeal under the 
abatement procedures. These penalties 
are subject to appeal prior to 
assessment. Furthermore, there is no 
appeal for underpayment of estimated 
tax, according lo Mosher.

Hospital Health Fair Draws Over 475

People began to arrive at the Fair two 
hours before the doors opened, and the 
last screening finished two hours after 
the doors had closed. It was difficult to 
find an empty parking space anywhere in 
the center during the eight hours the Fair 
was in session. The appearance of Miss 
Massachusetts added glamour to the 
scene. 


Taking advantage of free health 
screening offered by Winchester 
Hospital, 475 residents of Winchester and 
surrounding towns flocked to Knights of 
Columbus Hall April 29, to participate in 
the Health Works Health Fair. 

Examinations were offered free of 
charge for blood pressure, anemia, 
vision, hearing, height and weight, 
podiatry, lung volume and oral leisions, 
and for a $7.00 charge, a blood chemistry 
test was given. There were 316 par¬ 
ticipants who chose to have the blood 
screening done. 

A busload of senior citizens came 
from Arlington and kept their good 
humor despite the long lines of people at 
each booth. 

The Health W'orks Health Fair was 
one of many given in northeastern New 
England during the week. Of those given 
on Wednesday, Winchester had the 
highest attendance. 

Twelve exhibitors had booths at the 
Winchester Fair, and those waiting to lie 
examined could receive literature and 
counseling or watch films on a dozen 
health-related subjects. The booth run by 
the Dietary Department of Winchester 
Hospital was popular with those had 
fasted for six hours before taking the 
blood chemistry test. 

Dietitians offered free samples of low- 
fat cheese, unsalted peanut butter on 
crackers, salt-free potato chips and fruit 
juice. As one participant said, “Anything 
tastes good to me about now. I can’t eat 
enough of those cheese cubes!”

Over 100 volunteers were needed to 
run the Fair, and Winchester Hospital 
physicians worked shifts of two to ten 
hours for screening. Nurses who 
volunteered their time were from the 
hospital staff, from the Visiting Nurse 
Association, the Red Cross and com¬ 
munity nurses. 

People who had not seen a doctor in 
years found the Fair an easy way to get 
their health checked, according to the 
coordinators of the Fair. Results of the 
screening will be sent to the participants 
and to their physicians if they desired. 
Blood chemistry tests usually take six 
weeks before results come in for all 23 
areas tested. Those who had health 
problems discovered were counseled, 
and received suggestions for further 
examination or advice. 

Although those attending could take 







any or all of the tests given, most of the 
participants elected to take advnatage of 
all the tests. A simple breathing test 
which can indicate a predisposition to 
heart disease or potential chronic lung 
disease was one of the examinations 
most in demand. 

Pat Skehan, R.N., was the project 
coordinator for both the Winchester Fair 
and the Reading Fair which was held last 
Saturday. Ellen Mulvey, R.N., was the 
site coordinator for Winchester, and 
Carolyn Goodrich, R.N., was site coor¬ 
dinator for Reading. All are members of 
the Winchester Hospital staff. 

The Health Works fairs, a community 
service project of Shawinut Banks, 
WCVB-TV and in association with VVH- 
DH, were originated by the National

The article allowing the selectmen to 
contract with NESWC clears the way for 
the town to do something about its trash 
situation. 

NESWC, A group of about 30 com¬ 
munities, plans to build a facility in 
North Andover to burn solid waste for 
electricity. 


The power would be sold to New 
England Electric Co., and 89.5 percent of 
those revenues would be passed back to 
the towns. The towns would also get 50 
percent of revenues horn the recovery of 
metals and other materials 

Winchester would pay between $6 and 
$10 a ton to U.O.P, the owner and 
operator of the facility, to receive the 
rubbish. The town would also pay about 
$0 a ton to have the trash hauled to North

Thompson Lawrence, the chairman of 
the town committee studying solid waste, 
told the Town Meeting the NESWC 
project would save the town at least $9 a 
ton, because the cost of hauling the trash 
to a landfill would rise to $25 a ton by 
19H5, when the NESWC project would be 
ready. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman 
Edward K. O'Connell told the Town 
Meeting it was time to put up and join the 
NESWC project. 

“We must come to grips with this 
particular proposal at this particular 
time," O'Connell said. "It may well bo 
impossible for us to join if we don't take 
the initiative at this time." 

Egging Town Meeting members on 
was a penalty if they didn’t make a 
decision on the project soon. 

Lawrence explained that after June 
50, for every month the town didn’t join 
NESWC, a 25 cent charge would be added 
to the cost of bringing in the trash. The 
fine would continue to rise up to an ad¬ 
ditional $1.50 a ton. 

Lawrence, noting Town Meeting had 
turned down the NESWC proposal last 
year, said there were many changes in 
the package which made the proposal 
more attractive. 

He said a deal had been worked out 
where communities farthest from the 
plant would get a rebate on their tran¬ 
sportation costs. 

Winchester could expect to get $1.50 to 
$2 a ton back, he said. 

There were also a few clauses in the 
agreement which would let Winchester

out of the proposal if U.O.P. didn’t live up 
to its side of the deal. 

If U.O.P. didn’t contract 900 tons a 
day, the minimun needed to run the 
plant, the contract would become void. 

Another plus for the proposal, 
Lawrence said, was that U.O.P. bad 
guaranteed construction costs and a 
completion date. 

"It's in their best interest to do this 
right," Lawrence said. 

Town Meeting members spent over an 
hour questioning Lawrence on a variety 
of topics, such as the amount of trash 
Winchester could expect to generate, 
and the background of U.O.P. 

The most difficult question was raised 
by Mark Lombardi, who asked what 
would huppen to the town if U.O.P. went 
bankrupt. 

William Daggett, a member of 
Lawrence’s committee, answered that if 
it went bankrupt during construction, the 
town would be out of the contract. 

But if the company folded after the 
plant was operating, Daggett continued, 
the communities would have to find 
another operator. 

Lawrence also noted the town was at 
risk if the plant had to shut down for a 
long period of time, because the revenue 
bonds sold to build the plant would still 
have to be paid off. 

Those problems were not enough to 
dissuade Town Meeing members from 
the proposal. They followed the lead of 
the Finance Committee's Robert Eric- 
son, who told them, "I'm enthusiastic 
about this thing." 



Tsongas Will Aid Winchester Revitalization

Senator Paul Tsongas feels his office 
can help smooth the way for Win¬ 
chester’s downtown revitalization. 

In an interview with the Star Friday, 
Tsongas explained he and his Boston- 
based ecomomic development staff can 
help process federal grant applications, 
plan overall strategy, and just make 
themselves available. 

“The arguement we make it that 
we've done a lot of work over the last six 
years on development — in Lowell for 
instance, which is the most dramatic 
example,” he said. 

“And I think we’ve learned some 
things from that,” he added. "How not to 
do some things, unfortunately, as well us 
how to do some things." 

One of the things Tsongas learned 
"how not to do” was that “there’s no 
point in going into a community if the 
community’s not ready for it." 

"Some projects fail while others 
succeed, and the key seems to be strong 
support,” the first-term Democratic 
senator said. “In North Adams, for 
example, they had a strong mayor and an 
aggressive business community. In 
towns where those ingredients are 


missing, projects fell through." 

That kind of strong support and 
leadership is needed, Tsongas continued, 
because everyone in the community 
must agree to work together on 
revitalization. 

"The problem most communities 
have is imposing a solution," he said. 
"To give you an example, I don’t think 
you can have any kind of retail 
restoration, unless you have an ar¬ 
chitectural plan. 

"If there's going to be a downtown 
plan for restoration, which is what I 
would argue for, then that plan has to be 
consistent throughout the retail district. 
You will not, lor example, let retailer X 
tear down an old building and then put up 
a Miami Beach style architecture which 
clashes with the environment." 

Getting retailers to agree not to put up 
that Miami Beach style store is where 
strong community leadership is needed, 
Tsongas said. And it’s also where he 
could be of help 

"If you’re talking at the level of 
townsperson to townsperson, you’re even 
and nothing gets done," Tsongas said. "If 
a senator comes in, it’s harder for 
someone to knock me from my position,, 
or to put pressure on me.”

in the sound Misfiring at 
idling speeds causes rough 
idling It also tend to 
occur under two other 
conditions: at high engine 
speeds without a heavy load, 
as when nipping along a level 
highway, and under a heavy 
load, as in hard acceleration 
or a tough pull up a hill 
In both cases, misfiring will 
mean loss of power, and the 
trouble usually will be in the 
ignition system

Tsongas said that, because of his 
limited staff, his office usually set up one 
meeting with community leaders to 
make his position clear, and then let the 
community take over from there. 

"Our strategy is to basically let 
everyone know what we have done, and 
that we are around,” he explained. “You 
have basically one meeting, in which you 
bring together the bankers, the down¬ 
town business people, and you try to 
spark in that meeting .your development 
corporation, among other things.” 

Tsongas’ thoughts on redevelopment 
were just part of an hour-long interview 
with the Star. 

Tsongas touched on many subjects 
during the conversation -- Reagan's tax 
plans (within reasonable proximity of the 
Reagan raw numbers, the fight is hew do 
you allocate among them) and the future 
of the democratic party. ("You can think 
of it as a kind of pendulum swing. The 
democrats ran out their string - it will 


come back and the test for the democrats 
will be whether we will have anything to 

say”). 

But his main message was 
"Massachusetts is in good shape” — for 
business, for revitalization, and for living 
in. 

“It’s not hard to get enthused about 
this state," he said. "You know, as I was 
walking away from a dedication the 
other day, it struck me, my first year in 
the house I had to officiate over plant 
dosings. You really earn your money 
vhen you do that. 

“I’ve been to one plant closing since 
I’ve been in the Senate, and I’ve been to 
innumerable ground breakings. 

"The other difference between now 
and a few years ago — people’s houses 
are painted. People are maintaining 
their homes, obviously they are em¬ 
ployed. Whereas back in the 75-76 period, 
there was a staggering amount of homes 
that were completely deteriorated.”

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and strain acting on them by 350-foot 
dams, nuclear power plants, skyscrapers 
or 300-fool tall windwills. 

The firm’s current projects include 
testing a dam in Panama to determine if 
it will stand up to earthquakes, designing 
the foundation for a new 40-story 
skyscraper on State st. in Boston, and 
figuring out how to keep 20 windmills 
with 225-foot blades from toppling into 
the Hawaiian surf 

The firm was started by four college 
friends LaGatta. Ronald llirschfeld, 
Steve Poulos and Richard Murdock — 
when they graduated from Harvard 
University. 

The four had studied under Arthur 
( 'azagrande, who was a disciple of Prof. 
Karl Terzaghi, a former Winchester 
resident who is known as "the father of 
soil mechanics". 

Influenced by Cazagrande and Ter- 
/.aghi. the four decided to go into soil 
mechanics, and started their own 
company It years ago. Later a fifth 
classmate, Gonzalo Castro, was brought 
into the firm. 

Terzaghi’s influence is still felt at 
G.E.I. Out back in the lab, there is a 
machine made of steel H-beams and 
bicycle wheels, the first consolidation 
frame ever built. 

Terzaghi built the machine in the 
1930s while at Harvard. The frame tests 
how various soils react to compression 
loads. 

Basically, the machine lowers a 
weight onto a disc-shaped soil sample, 
and the amount the soil compresses is 
measured. 

GEL purchased the machine from 
Harvard, LaGatta said, "partly because 
it still works effectively, and partly 
because it has a historical significance." 

* But the firm has moved quite a bit 
beyond that first crude test Today the 
lab is full of all sorts of electronic testing 
de devices, as well as a more modern 
consolidation frame, with levers instead 
of bicycle wheels. 

The principals designed many of those 
machines, and modified others to fit their 
own laboratory techniques. For a test of 
a foundation, G.E.I. uses a variety of 
these techniques. 

First, samples must be taken from the 
foundation. Engineers from G.E.I. go all 
over the world to supervise the sample- 
taking, whether for a dam near Hudson’s 
Bay or Hudson, Mass. 

Three-inch tubes are pushed 
hydraulically into the foundation, to get 
the samples, which are then brought 
back to Winchester for testing. "The

samples often ride as passengers on 
airplanes,” LaGatta noted. "They're so 
sensitive, we buy a seat for the samples 
and they sit right next to the engineer." 

The laboratory in the G.E.I. 
headquarters is packed from ceiling to 
floor with soil samples taken from dams 
and foundations all over the world. Once 
it reaches Winchester, the soil is put 
through a variety of tests. 

In one the soil sample, still in its 
round shape, is placed in a steel cylinder, 
and water is pumped around the sample 
to duplicate the pressure in a foundation. 
A cap is placed on the cylinder, with a 
magnetic coil attached. The coil twists 
the cap, and the soil, back and forth to 
duplicate the twisting of an earthquake. 
Any movement of the soil is then 
recorded. 

Other tests are performed on the soil. 
It's pressed with a piston until it fails, 
flooded to see how fast water will go 
through, and silled to find out what size 
particles are in the soil. 

Once the G.E.I. engineers know how 
the soil reacts to various stresses, they 
try to construct a computer replica of the 
dam foundation. 

"That’s where art and judgement 
come in,” LaGatta commented. "Nature 


has a way oi laying soils in patterns, and 
our samples only get a small section of 
that pattern.” 

From the samples they have, the 
engineers use their knowledge and ex¬ 
perience to reconstuet the layers of soil 
and determine how they will react to the 
load of a dam or building. 

That reconstruction, along with the 
data from the tests, is fed through a 
telephone hook-up to computers from 
Burlington to Atlanta. 

The computer, using a program

They’re all studying accounting 
and computer languages, the 
way I hear it. A college 
education must be immediately 
marketable, translatable upon 
graduation into a $400-a-week 
job. 

There’s nothing wrong with 
this kind of hard-headedness, but 
the Carnegie Foundation 
worries, and I worry too, about 
where a sense of shared purpose 
is going to come from. These 
young people, it points out, "are 
more committed to their per¬ 
sonal futures than to the future 
we face together.” 

The study goes on to suggest 
that general education should 
emphasize certain basic areas of 
understanding. Specifically, 
what the students need to learn is 
"that they share with others the 
use of symbols, membership in 
groups and institutions, the 
activities of production and 
consumption, a relationship with 
nature, a sense of time, and 
commonly held values and 
beliefs.” 

This sounds like a tall order, 
and I grant that it’s un¬ 
comfortably general-sounding, 
but this is just the sort of work 
that any generation in history 
has done for the generation that 
follows it. The older one tran¬ 
smits the culture, whether it’s 
through formal education or 


tribal customs or religious 
rituals — and then the 
generation that follows can 
make what they will of it. 

What worries me is that they 
don't seem to know what those 
values even are. The college 
transcript lists a course of 
studies a film seminar here, 
some developmental psych there 

that is at once too specialized 
and too diffuse. 

Think if you will what an 
advantage it would be for a 
young person to truly understand 
any one of the six areas Boyer 
mentions. Think how he would be 
set free if he came to understand 
tlie use of symbols; think of his 
emancipation from the 
manipulations of advertising 
alone. 

And think how vital it is for us 
all to learn again to establish "a 
relationship with nature." 
Restoring the balance among 
living things is something we're 
going to have to do if we’re to 
survive on this planet. We need 
to learn again that we are in¬ 
timately connected to the plants 
and animals that surround us, 
that we are not some alien 
regents set here to dominate 
them. 

Look at the common design 
that links us verterbrates. The 
blueprint is basically the same 
with modifications for ex¬ 
pedience: a bird's skeleton is not 
so different from ours; he’s just 
scrunched up his arms and 
grown a web of flesh and 
feathers between his fingers. 
The same goes for a horse: the 
hoof he stands on is the tip of his 
fingernail; his thumb appears, if 
you care to look for it, some 
twelve inches above that. Look 
at certain kinds of photographs 
and you'll be hard put to say if 
you're seeing leafless trees 
against the sky ora picture of the 


answering branches of your own 
veins and arteries . . . Think of 
all you'd come to understand if 
you studied just that one area: 
our relationship to nature. 

And finally, consider the 
importance of teaching our 
young people what the study has 
called a sense of time, the im¬ 
portance of teaching them 
something of our place in the 
vast matrix of cosmic time. I'd 
want the next generation of 
leaders to study relativity and to 
know about the place where time 
and space bow to one another 
and intersect. The sunlight I see 
tills moment emerged from that 
star 8 minutes ago: if the sun 
exploded 6 minutes before this 
moment, we wouldn’t know it 
yet. Even traveling at the speed 
of the space shuttle Columbia, it 
would take our astronauts 
165,000 years to reach the 
nearest star. 

Do our children know how 
immense the universe is, and do 
they realize our place in a 
remote and cooling corner of it? 
Do they realize that for all our 
sophistication, we move through 
time like children in the back- 
ward-facing seat of our parents' 
station wagon, seeing only where 
we’ve been and never where 
we’re going? It seems a hum¬ 
bling and a worthwhile en¬ 
terprise to expend some effort in 
the contemplation of time. 

The Carnegie Foundation's 
president is right. We need, at 
this historical moment, to stop 
our ears against the sirens’ call 
of specialization and individual 
betterment. We need to look 
sideways at those walking next 
to us, and back at those who've 
come before us feel our 
commonness with all who have 
breathed this nurturing air 
and consider where we have 
been together . . . and where we 
are likely to go. 


Recent crops of graduates, 
the study points out, have a 
fragmented world-view, if they 
have one at all, thanks to the 
turbulence of the times they 
grew up in. Political 
assassinations, that long war, 
and liars in public places — the 
all-too-familiar litany of wounds 
the nation sustained in the 60's 
and 70’s — have caused them to 
turn inward, away from the 
surrounding social unease. They 
are emerging from colleges 
whose curricula have further 
encouraged what Boyer calls 
"self-preoccupation and social 
isolation.” 




This inward-turning started a 
decade or so ago when young 
adults began rejecting the 
society that nurtured them, 
retreating, in the post- 
Woodstock era, to the boundaries 
of individual experience. They 
purified their bodies with tofu 
and organic foods, while they 
cleaned out their heads with 
Transcendental Meditation and 
est. 

This was the way the 70s 
began, the slice of history that 
Tom Wolfe has called the Me 
Decade. Much of its narcissism 
is still with us, though there are 
signs that its lure has begun to 
fade; you can only see so much 
of life from a hot-tub, and you’re 
bound to get a stiff neck in the

EDITOR OK THE STAR: 

On April 22, the Boston Globe once 
again allowed Congressman Markey to 
use its editorial page to criticize his 
favorite "Bogeyman”, the Nuclear 
Industry. 

Contrary to what he says, it was not 
Three Mile Island that killed Nuclear 
Power in the United States, it was the 
same thing that is killing business in 
general, namely inept government 
leadership and excessive government 
regulation fostered by the legal men¬ 
tality and lack of understanding of 
congressmen like Mr. Markey. 

It can be conclusively shown that the 
cost of a typical nuclear power plant has 
increased by approximately a factor of 
four since 1970. The schedule and 
manhours required to design and build 


nuclear power plants have also increased 
by a factor of lour during that same 
period. It can also be shown that the 
number of Government regulations 
regarding the design and construction of 
these plants increased by a factor of ten 
over the same period. 

The result of these regulations and 
their subsequent cost increases can be 
attributed to three factors: the increased 
engineering, construction and equipment 
requirements imposed by the 
regulations, the increased schedules 
required to accommodate the continuing 
regulatory changes, and the time value 
of money required to finance the ad¬ 
ditional work and schedule delays which 
was amplified by excessive interest 
rates. 

Yet are these plants ten times or even 
four times as safe as those built in the 
1960's? I would say that is questionable 


since Three Mile Island was a new 1 1978) 
plant and some of the others without the 
regulations have operated over twenty 
years without incident. 

The so-called "Nuclear Industry" and 
their customers, the "Big Utilities” 

make convenient scapegoats for the 

flaming liberals like Markey who in fact 
are responsible for most of the problems 
we in business have today. Inflation and 
poor productivity are not solely the 

property of the Nuclear Industry, they 
are shared by the autoworkers and every 
other major industry haled by the 

"Naderites" like Markey. Instead they 
would substitute Big Government which 
somehow in their minds makes fewer 
mistakes than big business because they 
do not have the "profit motive”.

Big Time 
Library In 
A Small Town 


There are those who might view the 
Winchester Public Library as only a 
small town library With Winchester's 
population standing at a little over 21.000, 
it could lx> falsely classified as such. 
Towns or cities with a population of about 
20 .(KK) generally do not have the library 
that Winchester has. 

They also do not have the well- 
educated, sophisticated reading public 
that Winchester has. 

The “American Library Directory”, 
published in 1980, gives for the Win¬ 
chester Public Library a circulation 
figure for 1979 of 268,188. Three other 
towns with similar population figures 
show something far different: Winthrop, 
circulation 80,542; Tewksbury, cir¬ 
culation 70,000; Burlington, circulation 
127,024. 

Increasingly in recent years, the 
Winchester Library has added other 
services besides books, films and 
recordings for its patrons. It has put on 
microfilm several periodicals, acquired 
a microfiche reader, a TTY for the deaf, 
aids lor visually handicapped children, a 
calculator and passes to some museums. 

With budget restrictions for the 
Winchester schools and its effect on 
elementary school libraries, it has been 
said that the elementary school children 
will be using the Junior Library more 
than ever. To quote one school employee, 
“We have a good public library and they 
can go there." 

The proposed additional budget cut by 
the Town Manager of $100,000 would 
severely cut back library services when 
there would be an even greater need for 
them. A recent edition of the “Win¬ 
chester Star” indicated that the town 
meeting members would decide where 
the recent assessment increase of 
$500,000 would go. Lest we forget, the 
library is a valuable community

cerned for the safety of the athletes. 
“Buses are essential for the adequate 
safety of the students," said Bauman. 
“We don’t want to see private cars 
bringing the students out of town." 

Bauman noted that if his amendment 
failed, the School Committee planned to 
encourage donations for all athletic 
transportation. But since the teams also 
needed to raise money for facilities 
rentals, Bauman continued, the com¬ 
mittee felt raising both sums would put 
tooitnuch of a burden on donors. Raising 
money for rentals wouldn’t have been a 
burden either, if a motion made by 
Selectman Wade M. Wlech had passed. 
Welch, who said he was making the 
amendment as a Town Meeting member 
and not as a selectman, asked that 
$31,000 be put into the athletic budget to 
restore ninth-grade sports and facility 
rentals for the hockey teams, the indoor 
track team, and the swim team. 

“This motion is for the 171 (ninth- 
grade) kids who will not have any 
competitive sports next year," said 
Welch, who went on to "respectfully 
suggest" that not paying for facilities 
"was wrong, considering the high cost. 

Welch said the $31,000 could be raised 
by upping the price of the Woburn- 
Winchester football game by $2. But 
Frank disagreed, saying it would only 
raise $12,000. 

The first amendment to come up 
would have put $12,000 into the comp¬ 
troller's budget, to retain the senior 
accountant position. That position wys to 
be eliminated and the work done by a 
senior account clerk, a non-professional 
position. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman 
Edward F. O'Connell told the Town 
Meeting members that the cut of the 
senior accountant, whom he said was 


"virtually the deputy comptroller", was 
made when the town was faced with the 
worst possible budget situation. 

Noting that the accountant was a 
Certified Public Accountant, O'Connell 
said "it is a comfort and a consolation for 
me to have someone operating at that 
level who is a certified accountant." 

"We need the best possible protection 
in the Comptroller’s Office," O'Connell 
concluded. 

But Frank took the podium, and told 
the Town Meeting that “the comptroller 
has stated then and now, that the func¬ 
tions of his office can be adequately 
performed under the terms of the budget. 

The next amendment tried by the 
selectmen was to delete $5,000 earmaked 
in the legal budget for outside labor 
counsel. 

“There are times when the town of¬ 
ficials can conduct labor negotiations 
without the presence of counsel." 
O'Connell said. 

"Just last year, when he were 
negotiating with the town employees, the 
most critical time, the time we came 
together, signed a contract, and did more 
than we had ever done before, was 
without the benefit of counsel,” he 
concluded. 

But Frank replied that next year, all 
four major town contracts were coming 
up, and the town would not hold the 
contracts in line unless, “we do the best 
ixissible job of negotiating, and we can't 
do that unless we have the best possible 
professional assistance." 

Frank noted that if the counsel were to 
cut salay increases by even one-quarter 
of one percent, that would pay for the 
$5,000. 

Three unsuccessful motions were 
made to change the School Committee 
budget.

Unsuccessful School Committee 
candidate Mary Pronski asked that four 
planned library aides be eliminated. She 
said the aides, who would work in the 
elementary libraries, were frills in the 
year of Proposition 2.5. 

"It doesn’t make any sense for the 
director of libraries to be eliminated, and 
yet we add four new positions of library 
aides,” said Pronski. 

Bauman replied that with the director 
gone, the aides were needed to supervise 
the libraries. 

He added that professional support 
had been needed in the elementary 
libraries for many years, and that the 
school's lost a great number of books 
because there was no supervision. 

Bauman made the next motion, to put 
money into the budget to hire a multi 
cultural specialist. That position was cut 
after the newly-hired specialist, Grace 
Madsen, quit after only to days on the 
job. 

Bauman said the position was needed 
to “bring all aspects of other cultures to 
Winchester students." 

Frank gave an unfavorable recom¬ 
mendation to the proposal, because, he 
said, “when the school committee made 
its reductions, it was left with the option 
to set priorities, and they placed this 
program outside the line." 

The third school-related motion, made 
by School Committee member Constance 
Papas, called for the re-institution of the 
high school hot lunch program at a cost of 
$17,000. 

Papas said the hot lunch helped 
discipline at the school, by keeping 
students in the school for lunch. 

“The food is good, arid the social 
environment is condusive to staying in 
the building," Papas said. “The students 
won't be inclined to go out and look for a 



hamburger somewhere." 

Papas added her proposal had the 
support of the downtown merchants, 
"who feel it would be destructive to have 
the kids leaving school and coming 
downtown.” 

However, Frank objected to Papas’ 
estimate. 

"We think it is somewhat over¬ 
drawn," he said, "to compare delicious 


piping hot lunches and smiling well-fed 
students with the ravenous, carnivorous 
hordes which would descend on the town 
otherwise.” 

The Town Meeting got through most 
o> the School Committee budget, and all 
ol the general government budget 
Monday night, leaving it with about half 
the budget to go. i

history of poor posture. Pregnancy has 
simply served to exaggerate the 
problem. 

Most backaches resulting from poor 
posture respond well to rest, heal and 
aspirin or a combination of these 
therapies. Improving your posture will 
relieve your backaches and help to 
prevent future ones. Begin by sitting with 
your feet flat on the floor or with one leg 
crossed over the other. Don’t slouch 
when you sit or drive. The worst way to 
sit is on a high stool with your iegs 
dangling unsupported. This puts an 
unnecessary strain on your back.

Winning Streak Halted — Sachems Lose 3-1

Despite a fine pitching effort from 
sophomore Steve MacDonald, Win¬ 
chester dropped their second game of the 
season by a score of 3-1. The loss brought 
Winchester’s record to 7-2 in the league, 
9-2 overall. 

The game centered around the two 
pitchers MacDonald for Winchester 
and Clements for Woburn. 

Woburn drew first blood with an 
unearned run off MacDonald in the top of 
the fourth, which proved to be costly for 
Winchester. Sachem Coach Bill Chase 
explained, “Stevie (MacDonald) 
deserved to win the game 1-0.” 

Winchester managed to tie the score 
1-1 in the bottom of the fourth on a 
sacrifice fly by MacDonald. 

Winchester and Woburn remained 
deadlocked at 1-1 with Winchester bat- 
ling in Ihe bottom of the seventh, when 
sophomore standout Chuck Allard hit an 
opposite field drive that missed being a 
bomerun by inches as it bounced off the 
lop of the fence for a double. Winchester 
wasn’t able to bring him across for the 
win, so the game carried over into extra 
innings with Woburn scoring two runs in 
the top of the eighth for a 3-1 victory. 

In a losing effort, MacDonald yielded 
only seven bits while striking out seven 
Tanners. MacDonald (4-1) has one of the 
lowest ERA'S in the league at 0.94. Coach 
Chase has been more than impressed 
with MacDonald's success this season. 
“Steve has been a pleasant surprise; he 
has good control . . . teams rarely get 
extra base hits off him.’’ 


Chase was also pleased with his co¬ 
captain, Steve Hollahan. “Steve is a good 
team leader. He’s always hustling, 
backing up throws, and keeping my boys 
on the alert. He has definitely been a 
bright spot this season." 

Hollahan was superb against Woburn, 
throwing out a runner trying to steal 
second, and picking off a man on second 
base on an attempted sacrifice bunt. 

Last week Winchester heal two lough 
opponents, Watertown and Stonoham. 

In the Watertown game it was all co¬ 
captain Sam Kenton, who hurled a two- 
hitter at Watertown, for a 1-0 victory. The 
win was Winchester’s seventh in a row. 

The game went into extra innings, 
with a scoreless tie. In the eighth inning, 
Winchester finally finished off the pesky 
Watertown team, with Billy Baron doing 
the honors; a bases loaded single, 
bringing home Richie Fennell with the 
winning run. 

MacDonald (2 for 3), Allard (I for 3), 
Baron (1 for 3, winning rb,i), and Kenton 
(1 for 3) were the offensive aggressors 
lor Winchester. 

Kenton (3-1) lowered his FRA to 1.48. 
He also had five strikeouts in this eight- 
inning chiller. 

Chase feels that Kenton is finally at 
100 percent. “Sammy (Kenton) had that 
bum ankle at the beginning of the year 
and I think he was favoring it, but now it 
seems like lie’s back to full strength." 

The Sachems were also involved in a 
slugfest in Stoneham. Winchester in¬ 
vaded fitoneham pitchers, slugging 2(i 
hits and scoring 14 runs in a 14-11 war. 


Winchester was on one side of the see¬ 
saw and Stoneham was on the other. 

At the end ol the first, Winchester led 
3-1 and by the end of the third it was (ied 
up 3-3. Winchester put more weight on 
their side in the top of the fourth scoring 
six runs, but Stoneham pul on a littel 
weight of their own with three runs in the 
bottom of the fourth, closing Win¬ 
chester's lead to 9-li. 

Winchester opened it up some more 
with three runs in the fifth making the 
score 12-0. and it seemed as though 
Winchester was winning this see-saw 
battle. But Stoneham scored once in the 
bottom of Ihe fifth and then twice more in 
the sixth closing the gap 12-9. 

This made Winchester nervous; but 
Chuck Allard responded with a two-run 
bomerun to pul Winchester in a com¬ 
fortable situation, up 14-9 going into the 
bottom of the seventh. 

In this game anything can happen and 
Stoneham seemed to know this, as they 
scored two runs with no outs until Marc 
Pelloux came in to save Winchester. The 
final score was Winchester 14, Stoneham 
II. 

The big bats for Winchester were 
Allard, 4 for 5 with two doubles, one 
bomerun and seven rbi's; and Chris 
Cahill, 4 for 5 with two rbi's. Other 
standouts, all with two hits were Fennell, 
Kenton, White, MacDonald and Baron. 

Baron leads the team in hitting with a 
.52(5 avg. Chase has been pleased with 
Baron’s timely hitting.

Nowell Skates To The Top

Beth Nowell harbors no illusions 
about being on top. 

The 13-year-old Winchester youth, 
who was named a member of the 
National Indoor Speed Skating Team last 
month, seems reluctant to wear her title 
with pride. 

“1 am not hesitant," she said in a 
recent interview. “1 just know it’s going 
to be hard work." 

Beth has been skating on the national 
level lor lour years, but she said the new 
position she acquired in Champaigne, Ill. 
came as an unexpected surprise. 

"She was up against the best skaters 
in the country," said her coach Beth 
Moore, "and most of them were older 
and bigger than her. It is quite an ac¬ 
complishment for a girl her age." 

Moore said Beth has “the skill, the 
drive and the potential" to go on to the 
1984 Olympics. 

"A lot of her hard work is self- 
directed," the Bay State Skating Club 
coach added. "I can't supervise all of my 
skaters. Beth is the kind of athlete who 
will do it on her own." 

At her home last week, the petite, 
sandy-haired skater, said the hard work 
she anticipates will begin with the end of 
school. 

Beth has to he ready for July's 
International Sports Festival in 
Syracuse, N.Y. It's like a mini-Olympics. 

Training will mean alternating 10- 
mile runs and sprints, exercises in 
skating position, a weight program and 
hours on the ice. 

"I don't think anybody can get too 
ecstatic about running 10 miles,” she 
said, "but afterward you feel good about 
yourself."

She emits a long, resolute “Yeah.” 

“But I think about what would happen 
if 1 didn’t practice," she added even 
more definitively. Especially in a race 
against her New York rival, who she 
declined to name. 

Beth has been competing with this girl 
during most of her racing years. 

“We’ve always been friends and I 
went to her house a couple of summers 
ago,” she said. “But you know, I want to 
beat her." 

Mrs. Nowell said Beth’s interest in 
skating began when she was seven years 
old and came home from a skating party 
with friends one evening saying she 
wanted to race.

“I was shocked," her mother said. "I 
had been a speed skater in high school.” 
The woman who would be Beth’s coach 
was someone Mrs. Nowell had competed 
against. 

Beth won her first meet in the Pee 
Wee level in a regional competition in 
Connecticut and progressed to the 
national level four years ago. 

She does it lor the thrill of victory but 
also for social satisfaction, saying she 
has made some very good friends 
through skating. 

“I have to write 13 letters,” she said. 
“I guess I’m a little behind. 

When she was in California for a meet, 
she said she and a friend met with 
members of the Japanese skating team. 

"It was pretty excellent,” Beth said. 
“We wanted to get something to eat, but 
they didn’t speak English so we just 
ordered them hamburgers.” 

She said the skaters depend on each 
other to “get psyched" for a race. 

“Sometimes before a race I sit and 
talk to someone,” she said, “and then 
we'll both crack up — for no reason. We 
just get really fidgety. Someone who isn't 
in the sport would think we were crazy." 

Beth said her friends at school are 
very encouraging, but she doesn’t talk 
about skating very much. 

“I know kids who do talk about 
themselves,” she said. “You laugh at 
people like that, and I don't want anyone 
to laugh at me.”

had to impress them. 

Errico’s statistics lor this past foot¬ 
ball season sound like those of a George 
Rogers or a Herschel Walker: he carried 
the ball 12% yards and scored a total of 94 
points on 15 touchdowns and two 2-point 
plays. 

In the season opener against 
Somerville, he ran 266 yards on 31 carries 
and scored three touchdowns. 

On the following Saturday, he ran 210 
yards on 31 carries and scored two touch¬ 
downs to help lead the Sachems to a 21-6 
victory over Stoneham. 

The rest of the season was just more 
of the same. Co-captain Errico led his 
team to a season record of eight wins and 
two losses. And he did not play in the two 
games that Winchester lost. 

Only a few weeks after the Sachems’ 
Thanksgiving Day victory over arch¬ 
rival Woburn, in which he scored the 
team's only touchdown. Gary Errico, 185- 
pound halfback, was transformed into 
Gary Errico, 169-pound wrestler. 

He turned in a perfect dual-match 
wrestling season record of 16-0 with an 
astonishing 13 straight pins. He was 
named Winchester High School’s Most 
Outstanding Wrestler for 1980 and 1981. 

And Errico’s athletic talents and 
achievements have by no means gone 
unrecognized by high school coaches 
beyond the boundaries of Winchester. He 
has been selected io play on all star 
teams in the Shriners’ Game and the 
Agganis Bowl. He was named The Boston 
Globe All Scholastic Wrestler in the 169- 
pound weight class and tied with Doug 
Green of Melrose for the title of Mid¬ 
dlesex league All-Star. 

Errico’s performance in invitational 
and post Reason wrestling tournaments 
was little short of perfection: he lost only 
two matches. 

The weekend after Christmas last 
year, he competed in the Lowell Holiday 
Invitational Tournament, “the most 
prestigious wrestling event in this area,” 
according to assistant wrestling coach 
Ted Neill. He placed third after suffering 
his first loss of the year in the semifinals. 

On January 31, he was named the 
outstanding wrestler of the Methuen 
Invitational. Of course, he won the 
tournament. 

Gary wrestled his way through the 
Massachusetts Division One Central

Sectional Wrestling Tournament and 
placed second in the 169-pound class after 
he lost to Jim Rodgers of Wellesley, 15-9. 
That loss was termed an upset — Errico 
had been the Sectional champion in 1980 
— and, according to Coach Neill and 
Gary, only served to make him a better 
wrestler for the Massachusetts Division 
One State Tournament the last weekend 
in February. Gary paced himself better 
in that tournament and dispatched top- 
seeded Servantez, arch-rival Green, and 
Keith McLaughlin of Woburn who had 
beat him in the semis at the Lowell 
Invitational to win first place in his 
weight class. A state champ. From there, 
it was on to the New England tourney 
during the first weekend in March. When 
it was over, Gary Errico was the best 171- 
pound wrestler in all of New England. 

Some recruiters have shown an in¬ 
terest in Gary. When football coach 
Manny Marshall received questionnaires 
from colleges in late November and early 
December asking if he had any players 
on his team who could play college ball, 
he didn’t hesitate to fill in the blank with 
the name of Gary Errico. Errico is, in 
Marshall’s estimation, “one of the finest 
players I’ve seen in my years of 
coaching; he’s a great competitor and a 
great defensive player.” 

Boston University, the University of 
Massachusetts and the University of New 
Hampshire took notice of Marshall’s 
recommendations.They came and looked 
at films of Winchester football games. 

Says Peter Vaas of New Hampshire’s 
coaching staff, “He’s an excellent high 
school football player. He’s smart and 
he’s got quick moves. And he’s obviously 
a great competitor-I know he’s a 
wrestling champ." 

“But he lacks the speed that would 
make him a great college running back,” 
continues Vaas. “On the high school 
level, Gary has what it takes to turn a 
two-yard gain into a ten-yard gain. He’d 
rarely be able to do that in a Yankee 
conference game.” 

Kevin Young, the Boston University 
assistant football coach, agrees with 
Vaas: “1 saw some things I really liked. 
He has great control and lateral mobility. 
He’s a pretty good running back. But a 
great high school player is not 
necessarily a great college player.” 

“He ran primarily as a tailback out of 
an I-formation and I already have five or 
six tailbacks,” continues Young. 

“I have to tailor my recruitments to 
our present needs instead of just 
assessing an individual high school 
player’s attributes in a vacuum. Even 
though Errico was probably comparable 
to some of our present players, he didn’t 
have the speed that might have made me 
look harder and think of replacing any of 
them with Gary.” 

The most enthusiastic responses 
came from Jim Reid of Massachusetts. 
He is still in the process of trying to 
recruit Gary. But, like Young, Reid says 
that he can only offer scholarships to 
players who can fill positions the team 
needs to fill that year. 

Reid came to see Gary in late October 
and loved what he saw. “He’s a great kid 
and- an excellent hard-nosed runner," 
says Reid. “And he’s tough-he’s got to be 
tough to be a wrestler. It’s that toughness 
and that competitiveness that I really 
respect.” 

These coaches agree that Errico will 
probably make the football squad at 
whatever school he chooses to attend. 

And, as Young pointed out, recruiting 
coaches often make mistakes. “If he 
(Errico) came to BU via regular ad¬ 
mission and came out for the squad, I

might well be proven wrong about him” 
says Young. 

If Jim Reid doesn’t succeed in luring 
Gary to the University of Massachusetts, 
Errico will probably be a walk-on at the 
University of Lowell. Gary says he's “not 
going to expect too much anymore" as 
far as football is concerned. He still 
wants to play even though he claims he’s 
begun to have doubts about his football 
playing abilities. He admits that this 
lapse in confidence is probably due to the 
fact that he wasn't offered a football 
scholarship. 

What about wrestling? 

Assistant wrestling coach Neill was 
just as enthusiastic about Errico's 
wrestling abilities as Marshall and Reid 
were about his football abilities. "Gary 
understands wrestling better than any 
other high school kid I've ever known,” 
says Neill. “He’s an unbelievable 
competitor and has great physical and 
mental discipline.” 

His competitiveness as a wrestler was 
referred to by both Vaas and Reid as one 
of Gary's most attractive athletic at¬ 
tributes. 

And Gary himself seems to suffer 
from none of the uncertainties as a 
wrestler that he does as a football player. 
But Garj’ says that he's not that in¬ 
terested in wrestling on the college level; 
he calls it a “gruelling" sport. 

He says that he may well find that 
lie'll miss wrestling if he quits. “I’ll just 
have to see how 1 feel when the season 
rolls around,” Gary says. 

Whatever happens this week when 
Gary decides where he will attend 
college or next year when he decides 
what emphasis he will place on football 
and wrestling in his college career, no 
one can doubt that he will be successful 
— even if he doesn't fulfill everyone 
else’s fantasies for him by becoming the 
star running back of the Yankee Con¬ 
ference.

na\ learn that you suffer from migraine 
icadaches. 

I lie migraine, one of the most com¬ 
mon types bl headaches, is caused by 
lilation ol the blood vessels of the brain, 
t he migraine headache is recurring and 
sudden, and usually affects one side of 
he head. Women are most susceptible to 
nigraines than are men and tend to 


experience more intense pain. 

There are two kinds of migraines: the 
classic and the common. The classic 
migraine may be found in a family where 
several members share a history of 
headache The migraine episode often 
I>ogins with a temporary loss of vision, 
flashing lights or other neurological 
symptoms. The pain increases in in¬ 
tensity within an hour and may be ac¬ 
companied by nausea and vomiting. The 
classic migraine commonly flares up 
during periods of stress, but the 
trequency and severity of attacks usually 
decrease with age.

awakens and increases in intensity over 
a period of several hours. Nausea, 
vomiting, increased urination, diarrhea, 
chills and exhaustion often follow 
common migraine attacks. The pain may 
persist until one is able finally to get 
some sleep, hut it can reappear daily for 
as long as a week or more. In some 
persons, mood changes, such as 
euphoria, depression or irritability, may 
signal the onset of the common migraine. 

Physicians believe dial migraine 
attacks are more likely to occur when a 
person is tired or under stress. Attacks 
can he brought on by hypersensitivity to 
tyramine, a substance found in cheese, 
yogurt, red wine, gin, bourbon and 
vodka. Attacks also can be caused by 
excessive nicotine, exposure to 
automobile exhaust fumes, ihe glare of 
the sun. or flickering candlelight. A 
lierson may get a migraine if he or she 
has hypoglycemia ilow blood sugar) and 
misses a meal. 

About 70 percent of women who suffer 
from migraines get them around the time 
of their mensturation. Although the 
classic migraine tends to flare up during 
pregnancy and decrease with age and 
menopause, the suffers of common 
migraine find relief when they are 
pregnant, and their headaches become 
more pronounced during menopause. 

If you were carsick or vomited easily 
as a child, you may suffer from 
migraines as an adult. Although 
migraines may begin during 
adolescence, the most common age for 
their onset is from age 20 to 30. 

Physicians believe that sedatives, 
which reduce anxiety, have a limited but 
useful role in the treatment of migraine. 
Drugs in a group called ergot 
derivatives, which must he prescribed by 
a physician, are believed to be the most 
effective drugs for the treatment of 
migraines. 

If you are subject to these headaches, 
you should try to avoid any of the factors 
that bring on an attack, such as stress, 
fatigue, certain foods or poor eating 
habits. Relaxation and more sleep can 
prove helpful, especially in times of 
stress.

Hearing 
to Discuss 
River 
Problems 


Two public meetings discussing 
problems in rivers in the Mystic Valley 
will be held next week. One deals with 
pollution and the other with flooding. 

On Tuesday, a meeting of the Urban 
Runoff Advisory Committee will be held 
at 7:30 p.m. at the Winchester Library. 
Nancy Apple, project director, will 
discuss the results found to date in a 
study of the characteristics and impacts 
of fain water runoff into the rivers and 
lakes from streets and gutters. Focus of 
the study is the Aberjona River in 
Woburn and Winchester and the Upper 
Mystic Lake in Winchester at the Med¬ 
ford line. 

The need for volunteers for a rain 
measurement program will also be 
discussed. The meeting is part of the 
activities of the River Rescue project 
being conducted by the State Department 
of Environmental Quality Engineering. 
The Mystic River Watershed Association 
is coordinating public information and 


public participation for the project which 
is part of a nationwide study. 

On Wednesday, a meeting will be 
conducted on flooding problems in the 
Mystic River Watershed. A review of 
possible alternative solutions to the 
problems will be given by an MDC 
consultant Analysis Resources of Camp, 
Dresser and McKee. The study involves 
the operation of the Amelia Earhart dam 
between Somerville and Everett as well 
as a survey of pollution problems in the 
Upper Mystic Lake. 

This meeting will be held at 4 p.m. at 
the Fox Library, corner Cleveland st. 
and Massachusetts ave., East Arlington. 
It is being held so that the public and city 
officials in watershed communities can 
review and comment on the alternative 
solutions being looked at. This is a 
preliminary report from the consultant, 
which is due to make final recom¬ 
mendations after the final phases of its 
study is completed.

Editor's Note — A group of Win¬ 
chester High School students just got 
hack from a trip to the land of Dracula. 

As Les Troubadours and Los Com- 
paneros, the students performed in 
concert halls from Kousse, Bulgaria to 
Rupee, Komania, singing a variety of 
English, Spanish and French folk songs. 

The whole adventure started last fall, 
when Los Companeros and Les 
Troubadours were performing in the 
Whole World Celebration in the Com¬ 
monwealth Pier Exhibition Hall. 

A troupe of Bulgarian dancers, who 
had preceeded their act, were impressed 
and invited the WHS students to perform 
in Bulgaria. 

The dancers host, Harry Morgan, 
president of the Friendship Ambassadors 


Friday, Apr. 17 

We were all ready at 8:45 a.m. for oui 
Greyhound to arrive and take us to New 
York. After waiting for what seemed like 
months, Mrs. T. (Thistlethwaitfe) phoned 
the bus company which eventually 
dispatched a bus. It arrived at 10:20 and 
twenty minutes later we were off to New 
York with “Komania or Bust” and 
"Bulgaria or Bust” signs announcing our 
destination. Everyone was excited. After 
checking in at the airport with our tons of 
suitcases filled with musical equipment, 
after all the last-minute phone calls home 
about colleges, and after the tedious 
distribution of tickets, we finally boarded 
the plane lor Bucharest,- Komania. At 
0:45 we began our 12-hour flight. 

The plane (Tarom, the Komanian 
airline) was filled with talkative 
Romanians. A man in front of us ex¬ 
plained that he was buying farm 
equipment in the U.S. and was now 
returning to his country. Others gave us 
some valuable tips on Romania and their 
impressions ol the U.S. Maro and Liz had 
unpacked their guitars and were singing 
rounds with the other passengers. 
Communists or no communists, the 
Romanians enjoyed themselves and so 
did we! 

We stopped for refueling in 
Amsterdam. Holland, where we loaded 
up on chocolate. Then, straight on to 
Romania' Everyone was drowsy and 
disorganized when we landed at the 
Bucharest airport on Saturday afternoon 


cultural exchange, was also at the show 
and helped arrange for the students to 
tour in Bulgaria and Komania.

The ENKA society, the Student Union, 
the Sons of Italy and the Winchester 
Grange all chipped in to send the 
students. Michael Cantella, James 
Centorino, Cassi and Sam Gountanis, and 
Eleanor and Harold Thistlethwaite 
volunteered to chaperone.

Romanian time because of the 7 hour 
time change. 

Saturday, Apr. 18 

When we landed, it was a skin- 
numbing 32 degrees F. and snowing. To 
make matters worse, we were escorted 
into an unheated airport to be searched 
and frisked by five armed soldiers who 
met our plane as it landed. Passports 
were shown and we were warned to take 
no photos of the airport, military and 
state buildings, railroads and factories 
during our stay in Romania. 

After meeting our guide. Dana, and 
our busdriver, Nana (who we christened 
Benny since he looked like Benny Hill), 
we went on to the Hotel Capital in the 
heart of downtown Bucharest. We were 
welcomed in the traditional Romanian 
style with bread and salt and a red 
carnation. 

Roommates were chosen. Luggage 
was dragged upstairs and we staggered 
into our assigned rooms to rest before 
dinner. Incidentally, culture shock was 
complete: we discovered who shot J.R. 
on Romanian T.V.! 

Oana took us to a discotheque at the 
Architecture Students Club and we had a 
good time dancing and mingling with the 
students. 


Sunday, Apr. 19 

We all crawled out of bed early today, 
since we had a long drive to the 


Bulgarian border ahead of us. There, our 
passports were once again painstakingly 
inspected and we transferred buses to 
drive to Rousse, where we would give our 
first concert. After our rushed tour of 
Rousse, a beautiful industrial city on the 
Danube River, with our guide Volcho 
(Bulgarian for wolf), we performed in a 
youth hall. The audience smiled and 
clapped to the music, enjoying it, and 
afterwards presented us with a basket of 
red carnations. None of us realized, 
though, that we were in a communist 
country until dinner lime, when the Coke 
bottles were uncapped and we lound the 
caps printed in Bulgarian (cyrillic let¬ 
ters)! They quickly became collector’s 
items. 


Monday, Apr. 20 

Before returning to Komania, we 
shopped in the city and bought some last- 
minute souvenirs in the hotel dollar shop 
(takes American money). We said 
goodbye to Volcho, who told us that the 
hotel manager liked us a lot and offered 
us a standing invitation. Despite Liz 
losing her traveler’s checks at the 
Romanian border, we finally made it 
back to Bucharest with the memory of a 
wonderful night in Rousse. 

That night we were taken to the 
theatre, where we watched a Komanian 
version of the Muppet show with life- 
sized puppets. The acting was beautiful, 
although we couldn’t understand a word. 
Afterward, we gave an impromptu 
concert at the Student's Architecture 
Club where we met some of the actors. 
After we were finished singing, the 
students sang some American songs and 
we all had a wonderful time. 


Tuesday, Apr. 21 

First concert in Komania! At the 
Technical Hall, we performed for high 
school students who were so appreciative 
that they gave us flowers at the end. 

After we performed, the Komanian 
students played and performed for us. 
Everyone was friendly. We met a pan 
pipes player, a singer who came back to 
the hotel with us to spend the evening, 
and some musicians who wanted to huy a 
tambourine, a pair of maracas and sheet 
music because they are unavailable in 
Romania. 

At a local store, we bought canned 
grapefruit juice from Cuba. The gas lines 


of 1977 were nothing compared lo the 
fruit lines here. 

That evening, we went to a local park 
and serenaded Komanian lovers with our 
guitar music. A Komanian passerby 
stopped and joined us in a Beatle’s song. 
Yes, Rock and Roll does exist in the 
Communist world. 

Wednesday, Apr. 22 

Happy 18th birthday Carolyn Hart! 
Oana decorated the dining room with 
streamers and balloons for Carolyn’s 
birthday breakfast. The waiters sang in 
Komanian, we sang in English and 
Carolyn was surprised! 

That day, we went sightseeing and 


visited a Sturbridge village, Romanian 
style. There we sang on the grass and 
entertained other tourists. 

Later, we gave another concert at the 
Ecran Club for workers. After dinner, we 
saw the three musketeers with Michael 
York and Raquel Welch, in English with 
Romanian subtitles. 

Surprise when we all arrived at the 
hotel. Carolyn had birthday party 
number two, this time with cake, can¬ 
dles, and champagne. 

That night we learned that our two 
guides, Oana and Friendship 
Ambassador Ed, had made a bet as to 
whether we would be on lime the next 
morning (we had a nasty reputation of 
being late, doubly enforced by Ed, who 
never traveled anywhere without his 


stopwatch). We decided then that, 
however much it might hurt, we would all 
be on time the next morning. 

Thursday, Apr. 23 

A grim morning as at 4:30 we all 
stumbled into the lobby to meet our bus 
to take us to Sibiu, the city where we 
would give our next concert. At 4:45, 
Jack Foran phoned Ed, who had just 
gotten up and who was later convinced 
that we had all played a dirty trick (on 
him by being on time and causing him to 
lose his 50 lei bet ($5). 

Before arriving in Sibiu, a beautiful

old city built by the Homans, we would 
spend the night in a "typical" peasant 
village Sibiel • rooming with peasants. 

We stayed three or four kids per 
family, in small homes decorated in the 
traditional Romanian style - much 
tapestry used as rugs, wall hangings, 
curtains, chicken mats (yes, we were 
surrounded by livestock - roosters, goats, 
sheep, chickens in the outhouse.)

All in all, the peasants were very 
hospitable. When they weren't feeding us

Old Finast 
Store Gets

Why borrow a lawn spreader when 
you can borrow your neighbor's? You 
only fertilize your sparse grass once a 
year, and you certainly have better uses 
lor your money. 

This was the philosophy of 12 public 
works directors, including Richard 
Warrington of Winchester, who met in 
Arlington May 1 to discuss formalizing a 
mutual aid program between their 
departments. 

For years Departments of Public 
Works have been borrowing and lending 
each other’s specialized equipment to 
defray high rental costs. 

For example, a city that owns a road 
grader can lend it to a town who needs 
the machinery lor a one-week job but 
does not want to pay exorbitant fees. The 
town, in turn, will reciprocate when it 
can. 

For DPWs that communicate and 
have a knowledge of each other’s 
specialization and expertise, the borrow 
and lend practice is convenient and 
economically beneficial. 

But not ail directors talk to each other 
on a continual basis. At least 12 public 
works directors would like to formalize 
the mutual aid plan which could be 
similar to that of police and fire depart¬ 
ments. 

DPW officials at the Arlington 
meeting found themselves saying, "it’s a 
great idea, but can we do it?” 

Rep. Timothy Bassett of Lynn 
sponsored a House bill which would 
clarify that DPWs have the same 
authority as police and fire departments 
to provide mutual aide to neighboring 
communities. 

The bill was defeated recently in the 
Joint Committee on Local Affairs. 

Chairman of that committee told the 
Star last week that there was no need for 
the legislation. 

"DPWs have the same rights as police 
and fire departments to provide mutual 
community aid,” he said. “As far as we 
are concerned, they can do it now.” 

Lynn Commissioner of Public Works 
John Casey, who requested Bassett draw 
up the bill, said he initially wanted the 
bill to designate that DPW employees 
would be covered by Workmen's Com¬ 


pensation while operating their town’s 
equipment in other communities. 

Rep. Bassett's assistant, Lisa 
Simonetti, said she attempted to draft the 
bill when the office received Casey's 
letter requesting the legislation. “I was 
not familiar with the legalities,” she 
said, "so 1 gave it to House council to 
draft and that was it. Besides sending a 
letter of support, we really didn't get 
involved with it after that.” 

Simonetti said Bassett was recently 
named chairman of the Committee of 
Commerce and Labor and has been very 
busy. “Now that we have the time,” she 
said, "maybe we can do something next 
year.” 

Warrington said that although the 
mutual aid program has suffered a 
setback and may have to wait until next 
year to have legalities clarified, he does 
not consider this a defeat. 

“Maybe the wait is justified,” he said. 
"That is just the way things move.” 

He said public works directors can, in 
the meantime, seek more interest in the 
program and begin summarizing 
specialized equipment and expertise they 
might be abie to lend to other com¬ 
munities. 

Winchester has benefited from DPW 
exchange before. 

Winchester public works employees 
needed to grade miles of dirt around one 
of the reservoirs and did not have the 
appropriate equipment to do it. It was a 
one-week project and rental fees were 
high. Swampseott lent the town its road 
grader which it frequently uses to grade 
its beaches. 

Winchester later loaned Swampseott 
a leaf shredder the town uses to make 
loam. 

Warrington said the benefits from a 
mutual aid program will be determined 
in an increase in service rather than a 
decrease in rental rates. 

He said the town’s DPW will refrain 
from doing a job that is not an absolute 
necessity if it has to rent equipment. 
Rental costs usually do not exceed $1,000 
yearly. 

Warrington does not foresee any 
problems with the program mutual aid 
program and said, “I only see benefits

Town Meeting members began to 
fight for their favorite programs 
Thursday.

Wyman Conversion 
Unanimously Approved

The proposal to turn Wyman School 
into 18 condominiums received the whole 
hearted endorsement of Town Meeting 
Monday. 

Town Meeting members voted 
unanimously to allow the selectmen to 
negotiate a contract with developer R.M. 
Bradeley and Walsh Associates to sell the 
Church st. school. 

Members also voted to change the 
site’s zone from a conservancy- 
institutional district to a multi-family 
zone, to allow the condos to be built on the 
site. 

The school will be vacated in August, 
when the private Bartlett Elementary 
School moves to the former Parkhurst 
School. 

Last November's decision by Bartlett 
to move sent the Alternate School Use 
Committee (ASUC) and the Wyman 
neighbors searching for a new tenant. 

ASUC Chairman Charles N. 
Tseckares told Town Meeting members 
that his committee had gone through 19 
proposals and two sets of interviews 


before deciding on Bradeley-Walsh. 

“The most over-riding criteria in 
chosing the developer was that he 
provide a high-quality project which 
would enhance the neighborhood, and 
have a good, solid financial package,” 
said Tseckares. 

Tseckares said he was pleased with 
the developer's attention to the smallest 
details, noting the “cleverness” of the 
floor plan, and the addition of dormers, 
garden walls and small garages. 

“We thought this was a particularly 
handsome and well-done proposal,” 
Tseckares said. "It's been converted 
from a simple institutional-looking 
building to a residential-style living unit 
— we thought it was excellent.” 

Tseckares noted Bradeley-Walsh had 
offered the highest price for the building, 
$414,000, and added that the con¬ 
dominiums would provide the town with 
over $70,000 in taxes each year. 

That news pleased Finance Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Robert S. Frank Jr.

The DPW water project just wouldn't 
float at Town Meeting Monday. 

Town Meeting Members Voted 05-49 to 
indefinitely postpone action on the 
budget earmarked for laying a 24-inch 
pipe to Bear Hill to get water from the 
MDC. 

In asking for the postponement, Town 
Meeting member Peggy Schleicher said, 
“It’s simply because we are hearing 
loom a many ifs and huts." 

The move to postpone came after an 
hour of debate over the budget element. 
Town officials stood behind the plan, but 
the members didn’t share that view. 

Water Department head Richard 
Warrington said the project would only 
change the way MDC water was brought 
into Winchester. 

Instead of pumping water from Spot 
Pond in Stoneham, into the Middle 
Reservior, and from there into the 
system, the Bear Hill connection would 
pipe pressurized, treated water directly 
into the town supply, Warrington said.- 

But Town Meeting member Michael 
Connolly disagreed the program was so 
simple. 

"This is not workable,” Connolly said. 
“It’s connected to an MDC line on Bear 
Hill which doesn’t even exist yet, and 
you've got a two-foot main which we 
don’t even need — it’s big enough to 
supply water for the entire town. 

"I can't believe this boondoggle was 
ever attempted,” Connolly added. “One- 
third of the line is on solid ledge.” 

Warrington replied that although the 
MDC line hadn’t been built yet, funding 
had been approved by the legislature, 
and the design time for such a project 
was short. 

Connolly was joined by Selectman 
Michael Saraco, who said, instead of 
hooking into the MDC, "we should 
maintain our reservoirs and keep out a 
water." 

"I'm not convinced we need this," 
said Saraco. “I’ve heard a lot of con-

The former Finast supermarket 
building on Main st. which has been 
boarded up and empty since last August 
saw the light of day this week. 

Purity Supreme, which purchased the 
First National property this fall, began 
major reconstruction of their new 
supermarket site on Monday. 

It will take between three and five 
months to complete the renovations, 
according to Purity Supreme Vice 
President of Real Estate George 
llumann. The company plans to add 5,000 
square feel to the building and remodel 
the interior "to make it look like a Purity 
Supreme building instead of a Finast," 
he said. 

The opening of the new’ supermarket 
will mark the closure of the present 
Purity Supreme structure on Ml. Vernon 
st. The store has done fabulously well, 
however, according to llumann. and the 
employees will be hired for the super¬ 
market. 

The Finast supermarket in Win¬ 
chester was closed this summer along 
with 51 of the company's other stores in 
eastern Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. 

Town officials hud eyed the property 
as an ideal location for a new police and 
fire department complex. Town Manager 
Tom Groux said he sent letters to the 
actual owners of the property, US Steel 
and Carnegie Pension Fund Company of 
New York, and to the tenants, Finast, 
expressing an interest in the building. 

But Finast Vice President of 
Government and Public Affairs 
Lawrence Buxbaum told the Star last 
week that the property was sold to Purity 
Supreme in the fall through a repurchase 
agreement with US Steel. 

“The property was transferred to 
Purity Supreme as part of a package," 
he said, " and there was no way we could 
negotiate with the town.” Purity 
Supreme acquired four other former 
Finast locations in Medford, Hyannis, 
Allston and Newton. 

Groux said this week that the town is 
not looking to relocate the police and fire 
departments, but purchasing the First 
National property was an opportunity 
worth considering because it is located 
on two main streets. 

Winchester may not have its modern 
municipal complex, but Economic 
Planner John Connery is delighted with 
the new Main st._ tenants. 

He said supermarkets and banks are 
major generators of spill-over shopping, 
and the new Purity Supreme will be good 
for everybody's business. 

“You don't have a successful down- 
tradietions. We have lots of time, the town area unless you have a successful 
MDC pipe is still on paper. "“Let’s leave food store," Connery said.

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Hospital Unwinding Red Tape 


By Susan Schneck 

The majority of Winchester Hospital's 
proposal outlining plans for a $19 million 
modernization project have cleared their 
first reel of red tape and are now sitting 
in the next agency waiting for en¬ 
dorsement before they can continue their 
long journey towards approval. 

Except for $2 million of the plan which 
was designed to fund a new unit housing 
28 beds, all of the two-inch thick ap¬ 
plication received the endorsement of the 
Health Systems Agency (HSAi. 

The journey began on Sept. 2, 1980 
when plans for alleviating the hospital's 
overcrowded situation were submitted to 
the HSA. 

This represented the first stop the 
application will make as it travels 
through three agencies en route to its 
final destination — The Massachusetts 
Public Health Council (PHC). The PHC 
is the ultimate decision making body 
empowered under state law to issue the 
final approval for the project. 

“It's a lengthy process," said Win¬ 
chester Hospital President Jack Hunter. 

Begun in January of 1980. the 
renovation and construction of Win¬ 
chester Hospital is scheduled to be 
completed by 1985— if it receives ap¬ 
proval. 

Although the HSA agreed that the 
hospital was entitled to $17 million of 
construction and improvement to bring 
the hospital up to contemporary stan¬ 
dards, they did reccommend that the 
proposed new four story building only be 
built three stories off the ground, 
eliminating 28 beds for a new young adult 
acute care unit. 

This does not mean that Winchester 
Hospital will not be allowed to complete 
this part of the proposal, but it does 
present a setback for the approval to 
increase their acute care complement 
from 191 to 219 beds.

The hospital’s proposal is designed to 
solve space problems for 32 overcrowded 
areas ranging from intensive and car¬ 
diac care, emergency and pediatric 
treatment to computer services, laundry 
and parking.

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Top Spenders Took Election 


By Susan Schnpck 

In Winchester elections, money talks. 

Last March's election results showed 
a direct correlation between the money 
spent to get elected and the candidates 
who won, with the top spenders receiving 
the most votes. Board of Selectmen and 
School Committee winners all raised 
more money than their defeated op¬ 
ponents. 

And in most cases, the differences 
were substantial 

Of all the offices, School Committee 
campaigners raised and spent the most 
to get elected. And Winchester’s top fund 
raiser was Sandra S. Kodgers of 5 McCall 
Road. 

Rodgers raised $1,350.79 to win her 
second three-year term to the School 
Committee. 

But those numbers can be deceiving 
as over half of that money was con¬ 
tributed by Rodgers herself. She lists 
$780.79 of that money as coming from her 
own pocket, leaving $570 as the actual 
figure she raised. 

A close second to the top fund-raiser 
was another winner, Mary Jean 
Weylman of 3 Harrington Rd. She raised 
$1,340 while winning her second three- 
year term to the School Committee. 

The defeated candidate in the School 
Committee campaign, Mary G. Pronski 
of 128 Washington St., raised $725.85. 

Some defeated candidates had dif¬ 
fering viewpoints regarding the 
significance of that correlation. 

Pronski said she really did not know 
the answer to the significance of the 
money raised and the election results. 

“Advertising is important,” she 
said. “It's important but I won't say that 
it's the main contributing factor." 

In the Board of Selectmen election. 
John ,1. Williams of 18 Mystic Ave., 
raised $543.99 for his election to a lull 
three-year term after also being elected 
last June to the Board. His defeated 


challenger, Mark A Lombardi of 14 Ware 
Road raised no money for his campaign 
and reported spending $98 for ad¬ 
vertising. 

“People lay back and try to pick a 
winner," Lombardi said." II they know 
someone is an incumbent and it looks like 
he’s going to win. then they jump on the 
bandwagon and make the donations." 

“It would be wise for the citizens of 
Winchester to look at the contributions 
during the year, like a box score, and try 
to figure out if people made contributions 
l>ecause they wanted a favor or because 
they thought this was the best candidate 
for the town." he added. 

Lombardi said that if an unknown 
came into town and spent a lot of money, 
he did not believe the person would win. 

In Planning Board elections 
Alexander J. Fay of 18 Winslow Rd.. did 
not raise any money for his successful 
election to a three year term. He is shown 
in his report as spending $138.55 for 
printing and advertising. 

Harry A. landmark III of 227 Cross 
St., who was also elected to the Planning 
Board raised $245 for his election. Con¬ 
tributors were: Edward Coy, 64 Green 
St., $100; Michael Connolly, 4 Upland $25; 
Harry Landmark Jr.. $100; William 
Carrol, $20. 

landmark spend $177.35 on layout, 
typestting and printed cards and $143 on 
political postcards and advertising.. His 
total in-kind contributions came to $2.7G. 

His challenger, John R. Pasillo of I 
Parker Rd.. received no contributions 
and spent $350 on stamps and ad¬ 
vertisements. 

Joseph F. Geary of 137 Ridge Road 
was also defeated in the election for 
Planning Board. He raised no money for 
the campaign and spent $30.04 on ad¬ 
vertising. 

“I didn't buy the office,” Geary said 
"I don't believe in that and that is 
probably why 1 did not win.” 

There were no other contested offices 


in the March 31 election. Betty J. Haley 
of 78 Church St. and Alice K Mirak of 12 
Plato Terrace, who were re-elected to the 
Board of Library Trustees, liled reports 
stating they had neither raised nor spent 
any money to get elected. 

N. Bruce Hanes of 51 Washington St., 
w ho was re-elected to the Board of Health 
filed a report stating the same facts. 

Gerard P. Donahoe, who was re¬ 
elected to the Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational School Committee 
did not spend or take in any money 
either 

Re-elected Town Moderator John J 
Sullivan of 32 Canterbury Rd. filed a 
report staling he did not raise or spend 

Werner Carlson of 14 Bigelow Avenue 
was re-elected to the Board of Assessors 
and raised and spent no money on the 
election.

Chairman Charles N. Tseckares, 
Carolyne Ward, and consultant Jack 
Kent, were featured on panels at the 
forum.

’’peers’’ — people who had worked on 
school re use proposals in Arlington, 
Somerville, Lexington and Beverly, 

But the team from Winchester really 
stood out because of the level of com¬ 
petence and care it put into its job. And 
the short time and low cost it did the job 
in. 

When Arlington, for example, closed 
two schools, it took the town's 
professional planning staff of three, a 
committee of seven, and two paid con¬ 
sultants to do the job. 

ASUC oversaw the redevelopment of 
lour schools, with a committee of three 
and a consultant, Kent, who worked two 
years for $2000. 

The people at the forum recognized 
Winchester's achievement. 

In one overheard conversation, an 
official from another town was 
telephoning back to bis office. 

"Most of this stuff is pretty tame,’ he 
said. “But listen to what Winchester's 
been doing...” 

For their pari, the ASUC members 
explained how to handle school closings, 
which Ward referred to as "a political 
war, the likes of which the town had not 
seen since the 60s, when the town refused 
to join METCO." 

Ward offered an insight into the make¬ 
up of the committee. 

“Charles was the guiding light, the 
idea man, the articulate speaker. Harry 
(Chefaio, the third committee member' 
kepi his fingers on the pulse of the town. 
His insticts for what would fly were 
always right on. 

”1 never figured out what I was doing 
on the committee,” she added. ’’Unless it 
was to act as a neighborhood coor¬ 
dinator." 

Thai combination of ideas, political 
savvy and neighborhood contact was 
essential in helping the committee meet 
it goals. 

Ward said those goals Were to get a 
quality, compatible and carefully con¬ 
trolled proposal, a two-thirds vote at 
Town Meeting, and neighborhood input. 


Tseckares, speaking on attracting 
quality developments, noted that the 
idea, especially if a town had several 
schools which had to he re-used, was to 
keep the developers coming back 

Tseckares said a developer wants to 
see clearly defined goals, community 
support and a town which has done it’s 
homework before coming into a town. 

And, Tseckares added, make the 
developer feel wanted. 

"If these people feel they gol a raw 
deal, they won’t come back. And these 
are the very people you want to compete 
again." 

In Winchester’s case, developers did 
compete again. 

And they had enough confidence in the 
town, after seeing how the first re-use 
proposals was handled, to up the pur¬ 
chase price from $75,000 for the Noonan 
School, to $315,000 for the Washington 
School, to $414,000 for the Wyman School. 

Jack Kent, noting that his salary had 
gone below the minimum wage long ago. 
advised the audience to "gel a consultant 
who lives in the community." 

Kent reiterated Tseckares’s com¬ 
ments on doing the homework. 

"A developer isn’t going to spend his 
time and effort on things a eomnumitx 
should have done,” Kent said. 

Most of what the three ASUC mem 
hers said was of more interest to com¬ 
munities going into school closings than 
lo Winchester, moving away from them 

But it’s not what they said at tile 
forum that mattered, it s’ that they 
earned the right to be there.

School Notes' 


Summer School Examined 


The School Committee unanimously 
approved 11 of the 12 proposals for the 
Summer Research, Development and 
Evaluation program for 1981. The 
summer workshop proposal designed to 
improve the elementary science 
program will not be voted on until School 
Committee members obtain further 
information. 

Funding for the proposals will come 
from the Fiscal Year 1982 budget. The 
usual late June workshops had to lie 
cancelled because the balance of FY 1981 
funds reserved for this purpose were 
eliminated in December in connection 
with 1’rop. 2.5. 

The 12 proposals, calling for thirty-six 
"man weeks” of summer workshops 
represent $ 11,000 of the $ 10,000 budgeted 
for the summer curriculum. The balance 
of the budget will be used for the 
secretarial pool and for curriculum work 
in June 1982. 

The total summer curriculum budget 
represents 2-10 of a percent of the total 
school budget. 

The science proposal that did not 
receive the endorsement of the School 
Committee called lor extension of the 
Service Curriculum Improvement Study 
(SCIS) program. 

This controversial program involves 
experiments to teach science as opposed 
lo the conventional "hands off" textbook 


method. The idea behind the program is 
well liked by School Committee mem 
hers, hut they said they have heard that 
its implementation has not been suc¬ 
cessful and that seventh graders must be 
retaught science skills they should have 
learned. 

School Committee member Constance 
Pappas said she will not approve funding 
to improve the program until it has been 
determined exactly which areas of the 
SCIS program require improvement. 

Curriculum Director David Acker 
man defended the SCIS program and said 
he was sure it could be enhanced by the 
books that the proposal dealing with 
science called for. 

“I’m concerned with how well this 
program is being disseminated to the 
students," Pappas said. 

Last Day Set 

The last day of school will be Friday, 
June 19. Because of snow days that were 
not used, school officials were able lo 
move the scheduled date of Tuesday June 
23 up to Friday. 

Cable Use Researched 

School Committee member Constance 
Pappas will be looking into cable TV 
options to see how the school can best lie 
in cable TV facilities with education to 
maximize that facility for the public 
schools.

President John F. Kennedy first 
designated May as Older Americans 
month in 1963 This national observance 
is meant lo honor the many contributions 
of our older citizens to the life of their 
communities and the nation. 

On this nineteenth observance, open 
bouse festivities are planned at several 
nutrition program centers in the 
Minuteman area. Amidst the 
celebrations, however, advocates fo the 
elderly are expressing concern for the 
qualify ol life of Older Americans. 

The number of Americans over 60 
years old has increased ten fold since the 
beginning of the twentieth century. In 
1900, there were only 1.5 million persons 
over 65 in the U.S.; this represented 
about I percent ol the total population. In 
>978, there were nearly 15 million older 
Americans, comprising over 11 percent 
of the total population. 

Government response to the needs of 
older people has lagged behind this rapid 
growth in their numbers. Laws barring 


age discrimination in employment and 
programs designed to help older people 
cope with inflation and changing health 
needs developed during the 1970’s. 
Advocates for the elderly are concerned 
that some of the gains made by older 
people may now be in jeopardy. 

Bcp. Claude Pepper (D-Fla.) chairs 
the House Select committee on Aging. He 
released a report recently which sum¬ 
marized the impact of President 
Beagan’s proposed budget cuts on the 
elderly. Pepper says “Many statements 
have been made to date indicating that 
programs for the elderly will not be cut 
as part of the President’s program. 

These statements grossly misrepresent 
the very substantial impact that this 
budget will have on the lives of millions 
of older persons." Among other cuts, the 
report states that over 700,000 elderly 
tenants will have to pay an average of 
$202 more per year for elderly housing; a 
26 percent cut will be made in the federal 
social services program which provides 


badly needed assistance to one million 
older persons; 187,000 older persons will 
be denied legal services; 52,447 elders 
will lose rent subsidies. 

Bep. Pepper goes on to say that 
“these cuts will have the most severe 
impact on the neediest elderly. In fact, 
many of these cuts will affect only those 
at or below the poverty line" 

Older Americans month is a time for 
communication among age groups. The 
staff of Minuteman Home Care Cor¬ 
poration and the older persons who at¬ 
tend the noontime meal programs invite 
neighbors of all ages to stop in and say 
hello at anv of the locations below.

Preparing for retirement is the key to 
a happy, useful retirement, according to 
the speakers at the Jenks Center who 
opened the three-part series on 
retirement sponsored by Winchester 
Hospital. 

Betly Kenney, director of Social 
Services at the hospital, and Gustav 
Kaufmann, M.D., recently retired from 
the hospital’s staff, spoke on the "Years 
after Work" 


The audience received a list of 
stressful events with numerical values 
attached. Kenney advised retiring people 
not to accumulate loo many stress points 
at a time. Retirement itself on a scale of 
.one lo too rales 45, while a change in 
financial slate rales 38, and a change in 
living conditions rates 25 

Kenney said one of the values of 
growing older is that “we are aware of 
our own individuality. We know who we 
are, and we can enjoy now-not yesterday 
or tomorrow, hut now”. 


Reinforcing Kenney’s points, Dr. 
Kaufmann said, "Retirement is great, 
but you have to plan for it”. The 

psychological aspect is as important as 
the physical aspect, and people "must 
develop a positive state of mind and 
accept retirement”. 

In discussing selling one’s house, and 
moving elsewhere, Dr. Kaufmann asked, 
"Have you spent time in the new 
location’’ Can you make friends easily? 
Try it first. It’s often a good idea to stay 
where you are as long as you can.” 


Dr. Kaufmann advised people who 
plan to retire to have a physical and 
dental checkup, and to have any elective' 
surgery done before retiring. He warned 
against the “tea and toast" syndrome as 
a substitute lor regular meals, and stated 
that people must eat balanced meals 
even if preparing them seems a bother. 


The final session on retirement will be 
held Wednesday, May 20, in the Jenks 
Center from 7:30 to 9 p.m. Mrs. Roberta 
Levinson, employment counselor at the 
hospital, will discuss job and school 
opportunities for retired people, and 
Howard Niblock, former principal of the 
high school, will discuss the reward of 
volunteering.

Reservoir Reservations 


Winchester must be paranoid 
about it's water. 

That’s the only explanation 
for turning down the proposal to 
pul a water main to Bear Hill to 
get MDC Water. 

Town officials are partially to 
blame. At 10 p.m. Monday night, 
they tried to rush the proposal 
through without any presen¬ 
tation That immediately makes 
people suspicious. 

But the town’s case, once 
pie anted was a pretty strong 
one The plan would save money 
on pumping and filtering costs, 
and draw no more water from 
the Mix* than the town is 
presentIv using. 

Town Meeting members 
seemed to have missed that last 
point entirely. Most of the 
questions addressed to Town 
Manager Thomas Groux and 
Water Dept. Supt. Richard 
Warrington were prefaced with 
the phrase, If you’re going to 
close the reservoirs_" 

Selectman Michael Saraco, 
speaking against the ap¬ 
propriation, said, "let’s main¬ 
tain our reservoirs and keep our 
water The reservoirs supplied 


the water for the town for 
years." 

Maybe the reservoirs were 
enough in the past, but they 
simply can’t handle the demands 
of Winchester residents today. 

The reservoirs can only put 
out .9 million gallons of water 
each day, and Winchester now 
uses over 2.5 million gallons each 
and every day. 

So the question is not will the 
town get the water from the 
MDC. It has to. The question is 
how will it come? 

Pumping it from Spot Pond 
means pumping the water twice, 
once into the reservoirs and once 
out of the reservoirs. And, of 
course, the town has to pay for 
the electricity to run those 
pumps. 

Then the water must be 
treated, because it’s been mixed 
with the untreated reservoir 
water. By itself, the Spot Pond 
water is fine, the MDC treats it. 
It’s just the mixing. 

That seems a pretty inef- 
ficienct way to do things when 
the town could have the water 
already treated and under 
pressure, if the line went to Bear 
Hill. 


Private Politics Of TM 


Senior Accountant Joe 
Bonner did a little bit of 
polite mg to get his job back 
Monday. 

Bonner's job in the Comp¬ 
troller s office was re-instated 
after being cut from the budget 
at the fit st Town Meeting. 

The night before Monday’s 
vole, .according to a few Town 
Meeting members, Bonner 
called them and asked that they 
\ ole to put the position back in. 

Bonnet gave the whole pitch, 
telling of his qualifications as a 


CPA, noting the amount of work 
in the comptroller’s office, and 
warning it won hi not get done as 
well if he left. 

The tactic worked extremely 
well, only a scattering of “no’s” 
were heard when the amend¬ 
ment to re instate Bonner came 
up. 

But it seems the idea of an 
open, public Town Meeting is to 
have the business and the 
politics of the town done in 
public, not in private telephone 
conversations.

Women Today Want To Have It All

Louis Harris, that seasoned 
expert in the art of national 
temperature-taking, relesed the 
results of an interesting poll last 
week. 

The poll showed that “the 
dominant feeling abroad in the 
land Is that it is both best and 
healthiest for women to work, 
even If the family doesn’t need 
the money." 

Mr. Harris's organization 
interviewed some 1500 adult 
family members in the course of 
this study, as well as 235 of their 
teenage children and a couple of 
hundred other individuals. 

What he discovered is that the 
old ambivalence about working 
women seems to have 
evaporated; previous assum¬ 
ptions about Mother eternally 
adorning the homefront with her 
presence now seem as archaic as 
the view of Harriet Nelson in her 
beads and heels and frilly apron 
kissing all the other Nelsons 
goodbye at the foot of the stairs. 

He found that women "want 
to and will continue to work 
outside the home," whether or 
not they have children. "They 
will work not only to help support 
their families but also for per¬ 
sonal challenge and satisfaction. 
Their employers, their spouses, 
their children, and Indeed the 
public In general support their 
right to do so." 

Quite simply, women today 
want to Have It All, and ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Harris, their wish 
is perceived as a reasonable one. 
Further, they are not alone in 


this wish. 

Men, too, are beginning to 
restructure their commitments 
to wor k so they can spend more 
time with their families. Flex¬ 
time and job-sharing, unheard of 
10 years ago, are more common 
now. By the turn of the century, a 
concept like workplace childcare 
will have changed the face of 
America business. 

This is a very good thing as 
far as I can see, this insistence 
on a rich life in both the public 
and ttie private sphere. For too 
many years have fathers been 
strangers to their children, 
strangers to all the intimate 
details, like which child has ears 
that are prone to Infection or who 
just can't be expected to swallow 
peas. 

By the same token, for too 
long have women remained 
ignorant of the workings of the 
world out there, with no idea 
about how mortgages and life 
insurance work, or how power is 
amassed and brought to bear in 
the market-place. 

So I welcome it, this effort at 
having it all. As it happens, it’s 
an effort I've given a lot of 
thought to recently, starting a 
year ago when my college class 
returned to the campus for our 
loth Reunion. There was a 
Classbook issued to us then, 
containing a collection of our 
reflections on the last 10 years. 
In it we talked about how each of 
us has struggled to pull off the 
juggling act-to keep wifehood, 
motherhood and a career all in 
the air without mishap. I am 


struck, as I flip through the book 
today, by how rich the lives 
described sound, as well as how 
exhausting. 

Some classmates seem to 
thrive on the challenge and make 
no reference to any difficulties. 
An attorney in Manhattan says, 
"I enjoy being a lawyer, but I am 
ecstatic about being a mother." 
Another woman, Com¬ 
munications Director for a 
corporation In the Midwest, 
speaks with even greater en¬ 
thusiasm about the last 10 years; 
"First I thought my career was 
everything. Then I met Mike; 
after that, marriage and career 
were everything. Then we had 
Alex! What comes next ... 
hamsters?” 

The tone of other people's 
remarks is more serious. One 
woman in particular said with 
remarkable understatement, 
that in the last decade she’d been 
"very busy,” what with 
"medical school, internship, 
residency and now a full-time job 
and motherhoood." 

But the entry that I find most 
comforting and hopeful is one 
written by a classmate named 
Mary, who is married, has 2 
children, teaches in a private 
school and is working toward a 
PhD. in American History. Here 
is what she says about the 
rewards and the challenges 
involved in Having It All: 

"My experience," she says, 
"is one of changing roles all the 
time; from daughter to wife, 


from wife to mother, from 
mother to friend, from teacher to 
student, from comforter to 
nagger, from consumer to 
producer, from writer to reader, 
from leader to follower and all 
back again-and all very often in 
the course of one day’s work." 

"The tension among these 
roles," she goes on to say, "is 
sometimes painful beyond ex¬ 
pression. 

"Sometimes, historian that I 
am, I imagine my fully self- 
actualized female descendants 
poring over my letters and 
journals. What will they think?’ 
... Will they see my life as the sad 
story of ambitions laid low and 
talents diverted? Will they un¬ 
derstand the pull of family and 
friends; my need to write letters, 
to comfort a friend in the thrq^ 
of divorce, to read aloud to an 
ailing relative, to make brownies 
for a new neighbor, to help paste 
Valentines? Will they judge 
these choices as reasonable or 
foolish? Or worst of all, will they 
condemn my inability to do it 
all?" 

Well, I don't know the answer 
to that one, but I can’t imagine 
Mary’s descendants feeling 
anything but admiration for the 
scope of her ambitions. Trying to 
Have It All means attempting to 
conduct a rich and useful life 
that is both gratifying to you and 
sustaining to those you come in 
contact with. That's the goal 
people are striving for, ac¬ 
cording to the Harris poll. It’s a 
worthy one, I think.

EDITOR OK THE STAR: 

On May 7, 1981, the Winchester Star 
once again allowed Mr. Badger to use its 
editorial page to throw darts at his 
favorite target, the United States 
government. 

Contrary to what he says, it was not 
the government regulation that killed the 
nuclear power industry, it was the in¬ 
dustry itself in connection with the very 
volatile nature of nuclear power 
Perhaps congressmen such as 
Congressman Markey and regulatory 
agencies such as the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission are wiser than we realize.

To this date, no 
scientist, organization, or country has 
discovered a viable solution for closing 
down a plant when its twenty-five to 
thirty year life is over. The only’thing we 
are sure of is the facl that the costs will 
be tremendous.

closing down nuclear plants, because few 
utility companies and plant operators 
will be able to afford decommissioning 
costs. Therefore, it is in the best interests 
of the American people to be involved in 
the nuclear industry, and it is a 
congressman's duty. Perhaps if 
government keeps a firm control on 
possibly the most dangerous industry in 
America, our nuclear future will be a 
bright one. 

Also. I would like to complain about 
Mr. Badger's w'ord choice. The fact that 
he calls Congressman Markey and Mr. 
Nader "Flaming Liberals” shows a 
shockingly naive conception of the terms 
liberal and conservative. 

One last warning to all Winchester 
Star readers: if you think gentlemen 
such as Mr. Badger are noisy now, wait 
until they receive tax bills including the 
cost of closing nuclear plants such as the 
one in Rowe, Massachusetts, which 
should be due for decommissioning in the 
near future.

We also 
must pay for rent, food, clothes, the milk, 
laundry and other bills no one thinks 
about.

Savings Bank Annual Meeting 

The noth Annual Meeting of the 
Winchester Savings Bank was held 
recently at the Winchester Country Club. 

Robert B. Nickerson, President, 
welcomed the corporators and trustees 
and presided at the meeting.

Joseph C. Cioni, Executive Vice

In his report, Nickerson stated that

He told of the 
success of the bank's year-old branch in 
Woburn and the automated teller 
machines. Through legislation, the bank 
has been given power to offer com¬ 
mercial loans and checking accounts. 
"We are confident we can offer the 
businesses in and outside the community 
an extremely good commercial 
package," Nickerson said.

Following the meeting, the cor¬ 
porators, officers and staff attended 
dinner at the club. A special presentation 
was made to Louis E. Emerson, former 
Assistant Treasurer who recently 
retired. 

Dominic S. Chipeta, of Zambia, a 
Hubert Humphrey Fellow who spent his 
internship this year at the Bank, spoke 
eloquently of his experiences in banking 
both in this country and in Zambia. 


Continental Cable company reaf¬ 
firmed Tuesday night their September 15 
"launching date" for initiating service, 
outlined a dazzling array of offerings on 
their channels, and appealed to local 
businesses to help speed the construction 
process. 

Continental's Winchester General 
Manager Steven Pollack also confirmed 
reports that the company is negotiating 
with property owners and the selectmen 
to locate a studio on the corner of Lake 
and Main streets. "The selectmen are 
still undecided as to whether the 
proposed site is acceptable,” Pollack 
said. “But pending their approval, we 
are ready to sign a lease.” 

Pollack said his company still plans to 
meet the September 15 start-up date 
specified in the license. At that point, he 
said, the local studio will be completed 
and residents and businesses can sign up 
to have cable installed in their homes or 
offices. He added that, for the first three 
months, Continental will install cable in a 
home or office for free. After that period, 
there will be an installation charge. 

Pollack outlined the basic minimum 
service — all local commercial channels 
plus all satellite channels except for the 
movie channels will be available for $8.75 
a month. The basic service will include 
satellite channels out of New York, 
Rhode Island, New Hampshire, Atlanta, 
Chicago and other offerings such as the 
24-hour sports channel, children's 
programming, religious programming 


and coverage of the U.S. Congress. 

Charges for the two movie channels 
Home Box Office (HBO) and Cinemax! 
will be $7.95 and $6.95 a month respec¬ 
tively, he said. The two channels show 
movies that have appeared in theaters as 
recently as two to six months ago — all 
without ads. 

In the beginning, Pollack said, there 
will be 40 channels available out of the 
system's capacity of 52. There will be one 
channel set aside for "local origination" 
or programming done for and by the 
members of the Winchester community. 
Pollack said that could be expanded to 
two or more channels as the need and 
interest developed. 

Pollack also looked into the future and 
saw great possibilities, if the 
technological and economic realities 
make it feasible. "Depending on the 
technical feasibility," Pollack said, "we 
have the capacity to offer services such 
as electronic banking, burglar alarm 
systems, information retrieval systems, 
medic alert systems and energy 
management systems. 

"Systems such as these will be based 
in a central computer data bank that will 
store information and retrieve it on an 
individual basis for an individual or a 
business," Pollack continued. 

“These are just some of the great 
things in the future," he said. 

Pollack also explained that Con¬ 
tinental is setting up another cable 
system in town — an institutional system 


that will connect all town institutions 
such as the schools, town hall, the fire 
department, the police, the library, the 
hospital and others. The system will be a 
two-way system for the exchange ol 
information. 

Pollack appealed to local businesses 
to give Continental the easements to 
cross their properties in order to speed 
along the laying of cable throughout the 
town. “Without the easements, we would 
have to dig up streets and sidewalks,” 
said Pollack. "And we are trying to cause 
the least disturbance possible by by¬ 
passing heavily-trafficked areas." 
Pollack said that granting an easement 
involves allowing Continental to either 
string cable or dig a trench across a 
property. After the trench is dug and the 
cable laid. Pollack said, Continental 
returns the property to its original state. 

Pollack said he wanted to hold the 
meeting to request the assistance of the 
businessmen and to introduce himself 
and Continental as "the new kids on the 
block.” He explained that Continental, 
the 12th largest cable company in the 
country with 90 systems and 330,000 
subscribers in lo states, "hopes to do a 
job here that both Continental and 
Winchester can be proud of." 

The meeeting was organized through 
the Winchester Chamber of Commerce. 
Chamber Executive Director Rita 
Spence opened the meeting and Cable 
Advisory Committee chairman Laurence 
Worthen provided an historical overview 
of cable in Winchester.

Markey Outlines Export And Federal Markets 


Kiwanis Danced For Dog

Rocco Farraina, Kiwanis president, 
explained the training is done by a team 

"One person teaches the dog 
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obedience, another teaches him how to 
recognize sound, and another will teach 
him how to act in a crowd," Farraina 
explained. 

The people in charge of the training 
have already interviewed Keating, and 
sent him a photo of a dog for approval. 

Of course, final approval must come 
Irom the dog, during the two-week period 
dog and master get to know each other. 

“These people are good, they can 
usually match a person and a dog after 
just one interview,” noted Farraina. 
"But if they don’t hit it off. the trainers 
will start all over again with another 
dog.” 

Farraina noted that Keating had paid 
$150 towards the dog, to show his com¬ 
mitment to the project. 


Over 200 area business people 
received insights into the profitable 
export and federal procurement markets 
during Congressman Edward J.

"But for too long, govern¬ 
ment has been much more clearly part of 
the problem." 

Markey later said he believed the 
conference was successful in its goal of 
opening and improving the lines of 
communication between area 
businessmen and those federal agencies 
that often deal with private firms. 

“It was our hope to make Seventh 
District businessmen aware of the 
contracts available through the federal 
government and to keep them abreast of 
ever-changing federal policies,” he 
explained. 


“Thanks to the active participation 
and cooperaion of Rita Spence and the 
Winchester Chamber of Commerce, we 
were able to achieve that goal." 

The Congressman said the Business 
Conference was part of his continuing 
effort to work with and assist the 
district's business community. Markey 
added that similar programs were being 
planned. 

"I am committed to ensuring that our 
businesses grow and prosper, and that 
we continue to see that some of the $80 
billion in goods and services contracted 
by the federal government come our 
way," he concluded.

Swiftly, almost effortlessly, Win¬ 
chester Police Department patrolman 
John Guarente hoists himself up and onto 
the 4 x 4 horizontal beam. It is no mean 
feat — the bar is eight feet off the ground 
and supported only by a couple of thin 
oak trees. 

Perched on the bar, Guarente calls 


down to his group of 11 McCall Junior 
High School students and encourages 
them to get up and over the bar. 
“Teamwork,” he calls, "we need 
teamwork to get this done." 

By hook or by crook (or by team¬ 
work), all 12 members of the group are 
supposed to get up and over the bar 

“Well, are you going to cop-out or 
what?" Guarente shouts, this time to me.

I stare at the bar and wonder about 
my ability to get up to much less over 
what appears to be a painfully narrow 
strip of wood located much higher off the 
ground than I care to he. 

I smile, weakly. “Yup," I respond 

Okay, so I choked. 1 admit it But I 
wasn't the only one 

“This is crazy," observed 12-year-old 
.Joanne Peritano, dismissing it all with a 
wave of her hand. “Just crazy . .” 

But not impossible. 

“Okay," concedes another member of 
the group as he gazes up al the bar. "You 
just gotta hike over it I'll count to three 
and someone just push me up Ready'’ 
One, two, . . .” 

"Wait," interrupts Guarente. “Think 
about what you’re doing, how many are 
needed to help you up, what method 
you’re going to use and how someone on 
the other side can help you out. Think it 
through " 

Activity stops. Everyone looks around 
as if expecting to find a solution in the 
eyes of the others. Alter a few minutes of 
deliberation, the verdict emerges. 

"It’s easy," states another member ol 
the group who had remained quiet until 
now. "We’ll get her up by having her 
stand on our hands and we’ll push." 

It worked. All 12 team members got 
up and over the bar. “Because we acted 
as a team," shouts someone. 

Corny, but true. 

Learning that you can’t achieve 
something without help Irom and trust in 
one another was the basic object of the 
exercise and the entire day, which was 
filled with similar exercises. The 
workshop for 50 McCall students and six 
Winchester police officers at an outdoor 
education center in Sharon Monday was 
designed to break down stereotypes and 
begin to foster a sense of trust between 
the two groups. 

“We’re trying to close the gup bet¬ 
ween the ixilice and the kids in this town 


by showing the kids that cops can indeed 
help them and be their friends,” said 
Jerry Lynch, director of Escort To 
Understanding, the group which co¬ 
ordinated the day’s activities. 

“The program was started in 1!)74 to 
dispel the ’pig-punk’ syndrome in which 
all kids are punks and all cops are 
■pig's,’" said Lynch, who happens to he a 
1965 Winchester High graduate and is 
still very familiar with the attitudes of 
both the police and the kids in the town. 
“We’d like to eliminate that idea because 
we know that there are a lot ol good, well- 
behaved kids in town and many 
reasonable, objective cops." 

Cops like officers John McKinley, Jim 
Bierce, Fred Common, I’aul DeLuca, 
John Guarente and Eric Benson, all of 
whom want to help the youths of the 
town. 

"There are kids we worry about and 
kids we know will turn out all right," 
observed McKinley. “We re just hoping 
to reach the kids who may not want to 
reach out to us 

"It’s hard to talk to the high school 
crowd because they are set in their 
opinions ol us." continued McKinley. 
"Whenever we try to talk to them, we end 
up having to pul up with silence or jeer's, 
boos and hisses 

“With the elementary school kids, we 
concentrate on the 'policeman is your 
Iriend' idea and we generally receive a 
good reaction,' said McKinley. "So 
we’re trying to catch the junior high 
school kids while they're still at an im¬ 
pressionable age." 

And there is nothing like a Trust Fall 
to make an impression 

In the trust lall, a group member 
stands on a platform roughly four to six 
feet ofl the ground and falls backwards 
into the group. The group, which is lined 
up in two rows, forms a stretcher of 
hands and arms and catches their 
teammates as they fall 


I watched person after person and it 
looked easy enough. 

But then my turn came. Standing high 
above my group, I envisioned my head 
slamming against the rocky ground. 
"Well, hurry up," someone called out. 
"You can’t quit now.” 

Here goes. Back, back, buck . . 

And into the hands of my companions. 
Safe and sound. No concussion. I was 
ready to go on. 

Trust was becoming contagious. 
Previously hesitant participants now 
wanted to be the first. Students who 
didn’t know each other well before didn’t 
mind hiking around with each other, and 
officer Guarente became “John," just 
another member of the group. 

The 'Trust Circle’ was just as suc¬ 
cessful us the Fall and employed the 
same theory of blind trust. Without 
moving one's feet, a person inside the 
circle tails hack into the group and lets 
the others support him. If a team 
member didn't support his section of the 
circle, the person in the middle would fall 
through. 

“The activities get more advanced,” 
Lynch stated. “They soon require full 
group sessions where all must think as 
one, where everyone learns that no one is 
the leader, yet everyone is the leader. 
And where challenges aren’t met until 
every member of your team has met the 
challenge.” 

The ’rap session’ that followed the 
day's activities could be considered 
somewhat of a challenge too, since it was 
one of the few times that police officers 
and students encountered one another in 
a non-slressful situation. 

"I am willing to take suggestions from 
any of you and will hopefully be able to 
give you an insight into what policemen 
do and why they do it," Eric Benson 
offered. 

He was hit with such questions as: 
“Whv do you like to chase teenagers;" 


"What is the most exciting experience 
you've ever had;” "How long does it take 
to become a cop;" und “Do you ever get 
scared?" 

"I do what I have to do," Benson 
responded, “and sometimes I encounter 
a pretty uncomfortable situation. But a 
lot of the time, the people I place undei 
arrest realize that 1 am just doing my job 
and they respect that." 

McKinley later elaborated on I lie 
statement by saying, "As a cop, you’ve 
got to exercise a certain degree of ob¬ 
jectivity and, in Winchester, it s a little 
easier because it’s a small town and you 
know the person. “You can decide tl th> 
person is a potential threat or whether he

"It's good to be recognized while one 
is alive", commented Maria Mnravigna, 
Winchester’s famous, ‘‘Mushroom 
Lady". 

When you're dead, you don't see it — 
hut then, maybe you do", she added, as 
she relaxed after the elating, exciting 
and elegant private reception and 
champagne brunch tendered her and 
nine other distinguished artists for 50 
years of membership in the Copley 
Society of Hoston. 

Now, internationally known for her 
scientifically accurate ceramic 
mushroom sculptures, Maria 
Maravigna's interest and entry into the 
art world was through paintings in 1929 — 
portraits, florals, landscapes, still life 
and marines in all media. 

Her exhibit at the celebrated showing 
through May 14 consists of four oil 
paintings "Grandpa Maravigna" done 
iron) a 2x2 photo sent by grandpa from 
Sicily, i ".lust... like him, remarked Mrs. 
C’oncetta DeRoso, the oldest of the 
Maravigna sisters), a portrait of "Sis" 
i Frances Covino) as a young teenager 
and two still life representatives of 
nature’s bounty. 

Also in the main gallery are first-time 
showings of exquisite miniatures, 
scientifically accurate ceramic 
mushroom sculptures and 2 white 
sculptures mushroom hunters — a 
man and a woman laden with bountiful 


She studied art at the Museum School 
of Fine Arts. Hoston University, Child 
Walker School and under prominent art 
teachers in Boston and Gloucester. Both 
her mastery of technique and her inborn 
sense of line and color astonished her 
instructors. In less than 2 years she 
began exhibiting and was acclaimed for 
her talent. 

In 1931 while still going to art school 
she was asked to join the newly formed 
Women's Division of the prestigious and 
oldest men's art club in America — the 
Boston Art Club. She was its youngest 
and only Italian American member and 
served as its Secretary for 7 years. 

In 1934 in her first studio on Hanover 
st.. North End she brought together 
emerging Italian American artists, 
many now acclaimed in their field and 
founded the first Italian American Art 
Club in New England, holding presidency 
for 7 years, and initiating several 
exhibits, the first at the Twentieth 
Century Club. 

She was also a founding member of 
the Fra Angelico Guild, a group 
promoting religious art She also held 
membership in the Art League of New 
York, Ongunquit Art Assoc, of Maine and 
Provincetown Art Assoc, and exhibited 
extensively in these and other art 
colonies. 


In 1936 she held her first one man 
show at the Twentieth Century Club (she 
was on its membership committee) 
showing portraits, landscapes, still life 
and florals in oils, watcrcolors and 
pastels. 

In 1940, she opened a gift shop and 
gallery. She began experimenting with 
clay and making many of her own 
handicrafts, but she was forced to close 
after becoming ill from overwork. 

This third stroke of fate was to lead 
her to her present work and make her 
internationally known. The prophecy 
uttered by a gypsy in Sicily was on its 
way to fruition. 

When Maria was about 8 years old and 
out walking with her mother, 
Michelangelo Santanoeilo Maravigna, a 
gypsy accosted them, looked at Maria, 
took her hand, looked at her palm and 
said, "Some day this child will become 
famous". 

She has sculptured over3,(HH) different 
species and put on over 225 exhibits, the 
first in 1962. The William S. Springer 
Memorial exhibit of 200 sculptures in 
Kingwood Center, Mansfield, Ohio; the 
12 (Kiisonous species in New York 
Botanical Garden and the New Canaan 
exhibit are three of the permanent public 
exhibits. She is presently sculpting a 
fourth, poisonous species for the 
poisonous center in Caracas, Venezuela 
hospital.

unless you are a robot. You buy food once 
a week and that brings people downtown 
consistently.” 

Purity Supreme has expressed an 
interest in the town’s revitalization 
program, and according to Humann, met 
with town officials to discuss a tenant for 
the its Ml Vernon building which will be 
vacated soon. 

”VVe are looking for something that 
will draw business to the downtown 
area,” Humann said, “and we will work 
with the town.” 

The town intends to work with Purity 
Supreme too. 

Connery said that under his Com- 
merical Area Revitalization District 
(CARD) plan, which still has to bo ap 
proved by the Board of Selectmen and 
the state, both Purity Supreme buildings 
would be eligible for tax exempt revenue 
bonds and mortgage insurance.

Originally an agricultural crop 
product, Dipel Bt is increasingly being 
used by state, county and municipal 
agencies throughout New York, New 
Jersey and New England because it is 
known to kill leaf-eating caterpillars 
without adverse effect on other living 
creatures. Also, it biodegrades into the 
soil rather than collecting in wells, 
waterways and reservoirs. 

Many communities, however, still use 
chemicals against the gypsy moth 
because they are cheaper and deliver a 
quicker "knockout” punch, even though 
bees and other beneficial insects are also 
killed in the process. Because it must be 
eaten by the caterpillar to do its work, Bt 
takes :) to 5 days to kill, even though 
feeding stops with the first mouthful. Bt 
must be applied during the catei pillar’s 
first 3 stages of growth to have lethal 
effect. With chemicals, timing is not as 
critical. 

Tests by federal, state and university 
scientists in Rennsylvania, New Jersey, 
New York and Massachusetts have 
established that Dipel Bt can be just as 
effective as any chemical against the 
gypsy moth, if used correctly. Two ap¬ 
plications are recommended. 

Dipel (pronounced “Die-pell” is an 
improved strain of the bacterium 
Bacillus thuringiensis (Bt), which can be 
used against a long list of leaf-eating 
pests that plague such food crops as 
lettuce, cabbage, table grapes and 
broccoli, as well as certain tree fruits.

for tapping the wide variety of ex 
perience and equipment out there.” 

Arlington Public Works Director 
Richard Bowler, who coordinated the 
early May mutual aid response meeting, 
said, “It is amazing how much equip 
ment within a 10-town area is sitting 
around doing nothing.’' 

Public works directors at the meeting 
decided that to lessen the problem of 
sending out expensive equipment and 
having it returned broken, they would 
like to see a town employee go along with 
the machinery. 

This leads to another question that 
directors were unable to answer. Will 
that “borrowed” town employee be 
covered under Workmen’s Compensation 
Insurance? 

Regarding possible union conflicts, 
the directors unanimously agreed that 
mutual aid would not be available to 
towns whose employees were on strike 

Bowler's prime example of mutual 
aid success is when Arlington borrowed 
Winchester’s TV camera pipeline 
detector to help them locate a problem in 
one of their main sewer lines. 

The sewer main is 12-feet deep and 
passes under a two-car garage, a 30-loot 
evergreen and a swimming pool With 
Winchester’s equipment, public works 
employees in Arlington were able to 
locate the problem in one hour. 

"1 was talking to other city officials,” 
Bowler added, “who said, ’Too bad we 
didn’t know about Winchester's equip 
ment. We just rented one for $6,000'."

He noted a second savings, because 
file plan would reduce the water coming 
from the reservoirs. 

Frank said that since the town would 
eventually have to build a treatment 
plant, the less water it had to treat, the 
cheaper the plant would be to build. 


accountant.” 

Town Meeting member Peggy 
Schleicher said that it was “folly" to cut 
out an accountant when the town, in 
voting for Proposition 2.5, was deman¬ 
ding more financial responsibility. 

“To insure the proper financial 
controls, accountability and checks and 
balances, we must not cripple the 
comptroller's office,” she said. "We 
must strenghten that office.” 

Four out of the six crossing guards 
slated to be eliminated were saved on a 
motion by Finance Committee member 
William Daggett, at a cost of $13,600. 

Daggett said the guards, at Wildwood 
and Fletcher sts. Main st. at the Mystic 
School' Ridge st. at the High st. ext., and 
Ridge st. and Wincrest dr., were 
necessary for the safety of the Mystic 
School children. 

“You evaluate the competence and 
patience of Massachusetts drivers, and 
then decide how you want to vote," said 
Daggett. 

Town Meeting member Ruth 
Reinhardt said she was “concerned for 
my child's safety and the safety of the 
over 100 children who walk to the Mystic 
School." 

At the Main st. crossing, she said, 
"there is a slight curve that obscures a 
driver’s vision. The cars speed up past 
the center, and don’t slow down. They 
come out of Symmes Corner, and they 
come out fast.” 

Daggett’s motion won on a voice vote. 

The move to save Leonard beach was 
partly motivated by Town Meeting 
members’ concern over the possibility of 
a drowning at Leonard this summer. 

Town Meeting member Vincent 
Carroll told his fellow members, "You 
can put up all the fences you want, but 
when there’s water, and it’s 90 degrees 
out, you can bet someone's going to go 
swimming.” 

Carroll said if there were swimmers, 
there could be a drowning, and told the 
members not to "put $12,000 above the 
life of one individual." 

Town officials were against the 
motion, noting that the water quality and 
quantity at Leonard were uncertain at 
best, because the water supply was from 
a well at the Hudson Industries plant on 
Cross st. 

Finance Committee chairman Robert 
S. Frank Jr. took up that refrain. 


"The fact that the quality of water is 
uncertain, and the fact that there is 
another beach at Wedge Pond and a 
second owned by the MDC at the edge of 
town, leads us to recommend un¬ 
favorable action," he said. 

Frank also disageed that a closed 
beach would be dangerous, calling the 
possibility of a drowning a "red 
herring." 

“There are all sorts of bodies of water 
in this town," he said. “Simply to say 
that because we don’t have a lifeguard at 
Leonard means there will be a drowning 
means we should have dozens of 
lifeguards all over town." 

But safety and recreation-minded 
Town Meeting members won out, and 
Leonard beach was re-opened on a 71-53 
vote, bringing a healthy "Bravo” from 
Carroll. 

The move to save the health- 
inspector-agent, the number two person 
in the Health Dept., didn’t have such a 
wide margin of victory, but Board of 
Health chairman N. Bruce Hanes’ 
motion to save the position squeeked by 
68-61. 

The amendment was hotly debated, 
with Frank, whose committee had 
decided to cut the $l5,000-a-year position, 
going against Hanes and Selectman 
Michael Saraco. 

Hanes told the Town Meeting that 
the cut would mean a 60 percent 
reduction in inspections of food stores, 
restaurants and caterers, 

Frank disputed the claim, saying that 
“there aren’t that many food selling 
establishments in town. You can count 
them and get the bulk of what the in¬ 
spector does." 

Frank also noted that almost all 
similar communities managed to get by 
with only one professional in the Health 
dept. 

But Frank’s dissenting voice was 
quickly drown out by Saraco, the former 
Health Dept, head, who won a few votes 
with the slogan, “Good health is nothing 
to sneeze at.” 

"There are many mandated state 
programs that must be carried out,” 
Saraco said. “If there is a housing 
complaint the Board of Health must 
respond withing 24 or 48 hours, depending 
on the complaint, or the state will bering 
action against the town."

Saraco noted Hie department had to 
carry out such state-mandatori 
programs, keep up to date on health 
matters, do inspections and he available 
in the office for the public. 

“It’s a 24 hour a day, seven day « 
week job," Saraco said. “You just can t 
get by with only one person.’’ 

Saraco was also responsible for 
cutting $ 10,000 from the DPW Buildings 
and Grounds budget. 

Saraco said money had been put in the 
budget every year, just because it had 
been approved the year before. 

"If the DPW put a catch basin in Ihis 
year, they’re not going to put otic in next 
year," said Saraco. 

The other two cuts, to the unem¬ 
ployment compensation budget and the 
short-term interest budget, came from 
the Board of Selectmen. 

Unemployment compensation was cut 
by $15,000 after O'Connell told the Town 
Meeting that the money would not be 
needed, because some personnel cuts, 
like the accountant, had not Iteen made*. 

The short-term interest could be cut 
by $ 20 , 000 , O’Connell said, because it had 
been put in the budget based on the 
assumption that the tax-bill s would go 
out late, so the town would have to 
borrow money. 

But O'Conneii said the tax-bills might 
well come out ol time, and if they didn't, 
'he selectmen would encourage residents 
to pay anyway.

Parents of Winchester Students and 
interested members of the public are 
invited to join any of three committees 
that are being formed in areas of (he 
curriculum where initiatives are being 
undertaken.

Selectmen Give Nod 
To Cable Studio 


Winchester’s cable television station 
has found a home. 

Last week, the Board of Selectmen 
endorsed Continental Cablevision’s 
choice of a Main and Lake st. building to 
house its studio. 

The :t-2 voted came despite reser¬ 
vations over the traffic and parking 
problems which might be caused by 
having the studio in that locale. 

According to Continental’s general 
manager, Steve Pollack, studio per¬ 
sonnel will use a small public way bor¬ 
dering Horn Pond Brook and leading onto 
Lake st to get to the building. 

Parking will be around the building, 
Pollack said, adding there was enough 
room for eleven cars. 

But Police Chief John McHugh told 
the selectmen, “This is a heavily 
congested area, and I have concerns 
about the traffic. 

“But I'm not saying this proposal will 
generate more," he added. 

McHugh also noted that he and Safety 
Officer John McKinley could not recall 
any accident at the public way and Lake 
st. 

But Selectman Michael Saraeo said, 
“There may never have been an ac¬ 
cident. but 1 rented a garage behind 
there, and 1 had a lot of close calls 
coming out of that street." 

Saraeo said every person from the 
neighborhood he had spoken with was 
against the plan 

"This is a very bad location," he said. 


“You have the car wash, the traffic from 
Lane’s Funeral Home — It's a poor 
location, that's all I can tell you." 

Saraeo also questioned how people 
would gel to the studio to pay their bills, 
noting if they tried to cross Main st., they 
would have to go past traffic lined up two 
abreast. 

Continental’s representatives felt the 
problems were being overstated. 

Pollack said there would be very little 
traffic from the studio. There would be 
only four employees at the location, he 
said, and three technicians would stop off 
twice a day to pick up and drop off 
equipment. 

Continental’s attorney, Edward 
Hicks, said, "There’s just not going to be 
a lot of traffic. Winchester High School 
generates more traffic in an hour than we 
will all day." 

Hicks told Saraeo that people would 
not come to pay their bills in person. 

"Our whole marketing strategy is 
geared to the home," he said. "Our sales, 
our service and our hilling is all done in 
the home." 

The majority of the selectmen felt 
that, despite the potential problems, the 
studio location was a good one — 
meaning it was downtown. 

As Selectman John .1. Williams put it, 
"although the recommendation does 
have a number of problems, with parking 
and traffic, it does have a bunch of

Town Meeting Ends: Final Budget $20.4 Million 


It’s all over. Town Meeting, in only six 
sessions, finished up one of the most 
controversial and confusing budgets 
ever. 

Town Meeting members started with 
a budget prepared at the last minute, one 
which they hadn't even seen until it was 
hand-delivered by the Lions Club six 
days before the start of Town Meeting. 

But when they were finished, the 
members had managed to cut $156,000 
from that budget and save a number of 
programs. 

On the final night, things went 
quickly, although the timing of the final 
Celtics-Kockets game, which started 
only minutes after Town Meeting ad¬ 
journed, may have moved the session 
along. 

The Town Meeting members voted to 
put money in the Water Dept, budget for 
looping of dead-end water mains, cut 
$10,000 from the DPW equipment budget, 
and decided to spend $400,000 out of the 
Free Cash Account next year. 

They also voted to set up two com¬ 
mittees one to study the $200,000 Bear 
Hill pipeline project, which was voted 
down by Town Meeting last week, and 
another to determine the town’s data 
processing needs. 

The final budget came out at 
$20,407,000, down $274,000 from last 
year’s budget, which was cut by $700,000 


last December. 

That's almost $1 million cut from last 
year’s spending level. 

But it won’t mean a cut in property 
taxes for Winchester home-owners. The 
$1 million will just about cover the 
$900,000 lost from Prop. 2.5's excise tax 
reduction. 

So tax bills will actually rise about $2 
from the old $77.00 per $1000 rate, town 
officials said Thursday. 

Of course, the rate will only be $25 per 


$1000, thanks to 2.5, but the increase in 
assessment will make up the difference. 

The major reduction in the budget 
came with the elimination of the Water 
Dept, pipeline project. 

Other reductions came with from the 
buildings and grounds budget, the debt 
service and the unemployment account. 

At the final session, Town Meeting 
members took a final swipe at the DPW 
budget, and cut a $10,000 compressor out 
of the equipment budget. 


Carroll Recovers 


Town Meeting member Vincent 
Carroll was released from Winchester 
Hospital yesterday. Carroll had spent 
nearly a week in the hospital 
recovering from chest pains suffered 
during a session of Town Meeting. 

Carroll was carried out of the 
meeting after telling fellow member 
Mary Pronski that he was unwell. 

Pronski said she looked over at 
Carroll, and thought he looked badly 
off. She asked him how he was, and 
"fortunately”," she said, "he had the 
sense to answer no.” 

In the hall outside the auditorium, 
Carroll was attended by two Town 


Meeting members who are also 
doctors, Roger Bauman and Brian H. 
Gross. 

Carroll w’as taken by ambulance to 
Winchester Hospital, accompanied by 
Town Meeting member Mike Con¬ 
nolly. 

Carroll was pale, but he was 
conscious and his pulse was strong, 
according to Gross. 

Connolly later sent word to Pronski 
that Carroll had suffered an angina 
attack. 

Carroll, who has had a long history 
of heart problems, has been a Town 
Meeting member since the 1920s. 


Other additions to the budget came 
with the re-opening of Leonard Beach, 
the re-establishment of buses for school 
athletes, and the saving of the assistant 
comptroller, the health inspector-agent, 
and four crossing guards. 

The selectmen and the Finance 
Committee engaged in a last-minute 
battle over how much money should be 
used from the Free Cash Account — the 


But what they take with one hand.

Ex-Police Officer Wins 


Former Winchester police officer 
John J. Cogan has won his battle with the 
town over his disability pension. 

After two myrocardioal infractions 
and two coronary by-pass operations, 
Cogan resigned from the police depart¬ 
ment in April, of 1979. 

He applied for a disability pension, 
hut the town’s Retirement Board refused 
to grant it because Cogan was holding a 
job as a security consultant. 

Since then, Cogan has been waging a 
battle for his pension. 

And with last week’s decision of a 
state Hearing Officer, he has won it. 


Cogan joined the department in 1955, 
and moved up in the ranks to become 
Commander of Uniformed Officers. 

Cogan's first infraction came when he 
was lieutenant in charge of evening 
shifts, in 1974. 

Alter feeling severe chest pains, a 
tightness in the chest and pain in his left 
arm, he w'as taken to Winchester 
Hospital. 

Later, he underwent surgery at 
Massachusetts General Hospital. He 
returned to duty after a month. 

Cogan had another attack in 
December ol 1978, and underwent 


surgery once again. He again returned to 
his commander's duties, but on the ad¬ 
vice of his doctor, Jonathan Adler, he 
retired. 

But he hung onto his job as a security 
consultant for the Klectronies Cor- 
IKiration of America (ECA) which he hus 
held since 1966. 

So the town turned down his disability 
pension. 

During the hearing, Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall argued that since 
Cogan’s job at ECA, supervising private

John J. Sullivan should be Called the 
emcee, not the moderator. 

Granted. the Town Meeting 
moderator doesn't look like an en¬ 
tertainer. His idea of an exciting change 
from his usual black suit is a black 
pinstriped suit. 

But put a gavel in his hand, and stand 
him up in front of Town Meeting, and the 
one-liners just start coming. 

Not only does he keep the Town 
Meeting members laughing, but he keeps 
them in line — and sometimes he does 
both at once.

Selectmen Join Chamber 
To Fight Unfair Phone Rates 


O'Connell wondered if lhat wasn't a fair 


The board of Selectmen have jumped 
into the Chamber of Commerce’s battle 
with New England Telephone. 

On Monday, the selectmen agreed to 
send a letter to the state's Department of 
Public Utilities (DPU) requesting a 
public hearing. 

The selectmen, and the Chamber, 
want the DPU to decide why Win¬ 
chester's businesses can’t have a flat 
telephone rale. 

bight now, any small business, 
charity, or town office without a central 
switchboard has to pay a “measured" 
rate, getting !H> calls a month and paying 
for any above that. 

"All we want to do is give Winchester 
businesses a choice," Robert Bigelow, 
treasurer of the Chamber's Telephone 
bate Study group, told the selectmen. 

The Chamber has been working to 
give Winchester businesses that choice 
lor over a year. 

Chamber executive bita Spence 
explained that since talking to the 
telephone company hadn't helped, the 
Chamber took legislative action. 

Through Sen. Samuel botondi and 
bop. Sherman Saltmarsh. legislation 
was filed to change the rates That 
legislation, she said, had been sent to the 
state's Government Regulations Com¬ 
mittee lor study. 

During the whole process. New 
England Telephone had been singularly 
uncooperative, she said. 

"They said in the hearings i before the 
Government Regulations Committee), 
that this would benefit us because we 
could call Boston for only one message 
unit," she said. 

“But we don't know that. We've asked 
lor information on how many calls are 
made to the contiguous communities, on 
how many are made to the other 23 
communities in the area, and how many 
are made to Boston." 

“They never gave us that in¬ 
formation." 

Bigelow noted during the hearings, 
telephone company officials maintained 
the switch to flat rate for Winchester 
would cost the company money. 


But the figures kept changing. First, 
the representative said it would cost 
$750,000. then $1,750,000. 

But Bigelow did know how much not 
having the option of choosing a flat rate is 
costing Winchester. 

Comptroller Alphonse Eaggiano. 
Bigelow said, had estimated the town 
government could save$20,000 a year if it 
could use the flat rate. 

New England Telephone did come up 
with a compromise, Spence noted. 

"By some ridiculous means, like 
measuring Winchester from the steeple 
ot the North Church instead of the South 
Church, they decided Winchester was 
nine miles from Boston rather than 
eight." she said. 

Being further away means the town 
could get a Hat rate, but would be 
charged message Units for calls to 
Boston. 

Board Chairman Edward 


Sam botondi, Winchester's state 
senator, was successful in initially 
defeating a bill that would allow dealers 
to sell used cars “as is." 

lie stated that "this hill is an anti 
consumer hill If this bill were passed, it 
would take away the most basic 
warranty consumers have: That the 
product they buy will in fact work, that a 
washing machine will wash clothes, a 
dryer dry them, and in this bill's case a 
car will run." 

Senate Bill No. 151 would give 
automobile dealers an exemption for 
auto sales under $1200 from that portion 
of the state's implied warranty law thus 
allowing “as is" car sales. 

Senator botondi noted that a con¬ 
sumer who is likely to agree to an “as is" 
used car purchase is also likely to be 
unable to afford major repairs to such 
cars. 

Many more cars unfit to drive will be 
on the road creating safety hazards, and 
as a result, insurance rates will 
inevitably increase. 


trade oil. but Bigelow disagreed 

"As far as we can see, it's comparing 
apples to oranges." he said "It should be 
based on how many we can reach, and it 
doesn't matter it we can reach Boston or 
East Oshkosh." 

The selectmen were convinced, and 
voted -to to send the letter to the DPU. 

The Chamber-drafted letter read, 
"The Winchester Board of Selectmen 
hereby tiles a complaint with the 
Department of Public Utilities, because 
the town, churches and many businesses 
are unable to obtain a flat rate or 
unlimited service within the Town of 
Winchester and lo contiguous com 
munities." 

Selectman John .1 Williams, who is 
employed by New England Telephone, 
did not vote. 

However, be told the Chamber he is 
F sympathetic to its view. 


"If a car can be sold ‘as is,' many 
dealers will have no incentive to check 
the car as to its fitness to operate," 
concluded botondi. 

botondi pointed out that if the “as is" 
bill were lo pass, it would make used 
automobiles the only product in the 
commonwealth not covered by the 
uniform commercial code This exemp¬ 
tion is unjustified due lo the fact that 
automobile sales cause the highest 
number of consumer complaints in this 
state. 

botondi concluded lhat. "once again 
those least able lo afford it, low and 
middle income families, have been 
singled out to bear the burden of poor 
legislation 

"Only those whose limited resources 
require them lo accept an ‘as is' 
agreement will pay the price for Senate 

151." 

Senate 151 will come before the senate 
lor a reconsideration vote next week. 
Senator botondi is hopeful that it will 
receive a final defeat at that time.

Returns 

Indictment

A Middlesex County grand jury 
returned a murder indictment last 
Thursday against a twenty-year-old 
woman in connection with the March tt 
stubbing death of a Somerville man at 
Winchester’s Sandy Beach. 

ltila Owens, a self-confessed 
prostitute who worked in Boston's 
Combat Zone, pleaded not guilty to 
charges of murder in the first degree and 
assault and battery with a dangerous 
weapon, during her arraignment at 
Middlesex Third District Court in 
(ambridge. Owens has a record of 
previous arrests for prostitution. 

Wearing a bright blue sweater, 
designer jeans and dark sunglasses, 
Owens stood with her head down as the 
•barges were read. 

Assistant District Attorney Thomas 
lloopes requested that Judge Charles 
Alberti remove bail in the case. Hoopes 
argued that bail should be withdrawn due 
to the severity of the crime (the 34-year- 
old victim. George Karakiosis, was 
slabbed27 times) and due to the fact that 
Owens has no permanent address. 

Judge Alberti ruled that bail be kept 
at $100,000 with surety ($10,000) cash in 
response to the request of Owens' court- 
appointed attorney, James M. Hcnchey

Argentinian Editor To Speak On Human Rights 


Robert Cox, former editor of the 
Buenos Aires Herald and presently a 
Nieman Fellow at Harvard University, 
will speak on the issue of human rights at 
the Winchester Unitarian Church, at 
10:30 a in., Sunday, May 24.

"There is a psychological block on 
drawing up wills,” said Edward Hicks 
Boston attorney, "and I can’t urge people 
strongly enough to attend to this." 

Hicks spoke at the second in the series 
on retirement given by Winchester 
Hospital at the Jenks Center. 

‘‘Where do you want your property to 
go?" Hicks continued. "If you don't have 
a will, the state steps in, and a surviving 
spouse will suddenly find that only a third 


of the estate will go directly to him or 
her.” 


"The average person is disorganized 
as to what he has in property and assets. 
He really doesn’t know what he has ac¬ 
cumulated. Property owned outside the 
state will have to be probated by both 


states - the state where the property lies, 
and the state where the deceased person 
lived. He can put the property into a real 
estate trust and never get involved in 
ancillary procedures.” 

Hicks answered questions from the 
audience on several financial aspects of 
retirement. 

Francine Kollias of the Cambridge 
office of Social Security spoke on the 
changing laws concerning social security 
benefits. She said these will not affect 
anyone now receiving social security. 
“Anybody who isn’t 65 in '82 will be 
subject to the new rules.” 

“There are variables in all cases, and 
even we have trouble keeping up with the 
latest regulations. Tomorrow mornine 


wc’ll-cead our newspapers to find out the 
current word on President Keagan's 
proposed cuts." 

The new proposed cuts reduces the 
social security payments for those 62 who 
are retiring from 80 percent to 55 per¬ 
cent. "It’s an incentive to keep on 


working," Kollias said. 

Because of the confusion on govern¬ 
ment regulations, there were many 
questions from the floor. Some Kollias 
answered with, "Sorry, that’s a state 
regulation and has nothing to do with the 
federal regulations."

Exercise is fine for the young, but 
what if you are over 40 and want to take 
up some form of regular exercise? How 
should you go about it? 

Whether you are young or old, 
exercise is necessary for the main¬ 
tenance of good health; however, if you 
are over 40 and have led a sedentary life 
in recent years, you should not take up 
strenuous activity until you have been 
examined by your internist or family 
doctor. 

This examination probably will in¬ 
clude a stress test (exercise elec¬ 
trocardiogram), especially if you are 
considering taking up running, tennis or 
any other strenuous exercise. The stress 
test is designed to detect abnormalities of 
the heart that are not serious enough to 
cause symptoms under ordinary con¬ 
ditions but which may interfere with 
normal heart function under periods of 
extreme physical effort. 

A stress test is even more helpful as a 
means of measuring the extent of 
exercise an individual can safely un¬ 
dertake, even if certain abnormalities 
develop at peak physical effort. Your 
doctor will use the results of the stress 
test to prescribe exercise programs that 
are safe for you. 

For the older adult, swimming, brisk 
walking or bicycling, if done regularly 
for at least 2U minutes several times a 
week, can be a pleasant and effective 
form of exercise. 

To ensure that you exercise regularly, 
combine your exercise with your 
lifestyle. Walk the dog at a brisk pace 
before bedtime, if that is the only time of 
the day when you can find time to 
exercise. Park your car a mile or so from 
the office and walk to and from work. 
Ride your bicycle to work or to do local 
errands. 

When you are physically fit, you feel 


healthifer. Your muscles begin to firm up, 
and. as the calories burn off, you carry 
less fat, so you look bette^. Statistic's 
show that we can add years to our life 
expectancy (men, 11 years; women, 
seven) and reduce our risk of high blood 
pressure and heart attack by practicing 
good health habits: not smoking, eating 
properly, getting enough sleep, and 
exercising regularly. 

Many companies today are launching 
physical fitness programs for their 
employees, because they are finding that 
employees, if they exercise regularly, 
are happier, more productive and miss 
fewer days of work because of illness. 

However you choose to exercise, you 
should ease into your program. Don’t run 
out the door and jog a mile the first day 
or swim five laps in the pool right away. 
Begin slowly perhaps with a short, brisk 
walk for the first week or two to build up 
your capacity and get your heart and 
muscles in shape. a 

Exercise habits, like eating habits, 
are established early in life. Unfor¬ 
tunately, too many of us forgo the natural 
exercises of running and playing games 
of our childhood when we become adults, 
and we settle for a more sedentary way 
of life. 

However, it is never too late to take up 
an exercise program. Getting in shape 
involves some work along with the fun, 
but it is not too much to pay for a lifetime 
of good health.

Registry of 
Motor Vehicles supplied the following 
ruling. A stop sign must be: (1) Octogon

The revealing statistics were: five 
accidents in 1979, five accidents in 1980, 
and three thus far in 1981. Considering 
these accidents occurred in a highly 
residential neighborhood, it infuriated 
me to think that all these facts could have 
escaped the attention of the proper 
authorities, thereby leaving a potentially 
dangerous situation untouched.

Contrary To Earlier Writer’s Opinion, Nuclear Is Still Best Hope 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Why is it the "Anti-Nukes" always 
warn us about the "Big Disaster" which 
is about to befall us and they cannot see 
what is happening now? 

in last week’s Winchester Star, the 
letter by Mr. Wagner warned us how the 
excessive costs of decommissioning 
nuclear reactors is going lo make even 
me complain about Ihe costs of nuclear 
power. 

Well, I would like to put Mr. Wagner's 
concerns to rest. There areal least three 
different options for decommissioning 
nuclear reactors, contrary to Mr. 
Wagner’s statement that no scientists or 
engineers know how to do it. 


These are mothballing, encapsulation 
and complete dismantling and removal; 
all three have been demonstrated in 
actual practice. Also, contrary to his 
statement, to date more than 65 U.S. 
nuclear facilities of all types have been 
decommissioned; among them, Path¬ 
finder, Fermi 1. Hallam. Piqua, Bonus, 
Elk River and ERBI. 

Also, to further allay Mr. Wagner's, 
fears, ERBI. a reactor at Idaho Falls, 
was mothballed, declared a national 
monument and has been open for public 
access since 1966. Elk River was totally 
dismantled and is now the site of a 
parking lot in Minnesota. 

Witli respect to cost, based on this 


previous experience, Ihe estimated cost 
of dismantling a 1,000 MWE plant such as 
Seabrook or Pilgrim II ie.g., ap¬ 
proximately six times as large as Yankee 
Rowe which he is worried about) is 
between .004 and .03 cents per kilowat- 
Ihour or between 2 and 15 cents per 
month for the average utility customer. 

In New England, this is substantially 
lower than the additional $5.00 per month 
it would cost each of us if oil was used to 
generate the same electricity. 

If it makes you feel any better, the 
NKC reviews each utility's financial 
capability for building and decom¬ 
missioning a nuclear plant before issuing 


a construction permit and Massachusetts 
is one of the few states that does not allow 
the utilities to include a small amount in 
the rates for future decommissioning 
costs. 

No, contrary to Mr. Wagner’s 
prediction, I think nuclear power, 
decommissioning cost and all, is still my 
least cost, most reliable and least 
polluting source for electricity. II is 
unnecessary government regulations, 
Ralph Nader and Mr. Markey I will 
continue to complain about.

Parking Study 

By next September, the town could be 
engaged in a comprehensive parking 
study. 

Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery won the selectmen’s en¬ 
dorsement of his plan to apply for state 
funding for the program. 

The state would pay $9000 towards the 
$ 12,000 study, Connery said, under a 121B 
Corporation. Connery noted that the 
Winchester Housing Authority had 
agreed to act as the channel for the 
money. 

Under a 121B Corporation, the town’s 
redevelopment authority must have 
control over such a project. In Win¬ 
chester’s case, the WHA would be able to 
act as a redevelopment authority. 

Connery said that although funds 
were limited, there was no harm in 
trying for them. 

The town would hire a consultant to do 
the survey, Connery said, because, 
"although I’ve done parking studies, and 
they’re not beneath me, my time can be 
better spent on other things." 

The consultant would attempt to 
determine four sides of the parking 
situation, Connery said. 

— A parking inventory would be 
taken, listing the location and condition 
of the downtown parking spaces, and 
determining how long cars stay in each 
space. 


— The town would be cordoned off 
with counters, to find the rate of traffic 
and parking build-up in the center. 

— A parking demand and supply 
analysis would be done, and suggestions- 
for potential off-street parking lots would 
be made. 

— A short-term management plan 
would be drawn up, to determine how the 
available spaces can best he used. 

Brook Cleanup 

Mike Connolly was in to urge the 
selectmen to proceed with the cleanup of 
Horn Fond Brook. 

There were about a loot) yards of the 
brook left to clean, Connolly said. 

He noted the area, which extends 
from the town yard to Horn Fond Brook 
rd„ was near the proposed bicycle path, 
and said cleaning up the area might help 
move that project along. 

Cleanup in the area, Connolly said, 
would involve removing debris, silt and 
gravel from the riverbed, and cutting 
brush in and beside the brook. 

Connolly also complimented the 
town’s IJFW workers on their job 
cleaning up the brook from Lake st. to the 
yard. 

“It shows that our workmen, given a 
challenge, can do a fine workman-like 
job if given the opportunity," he said.

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Sachems’ Playoff Dreams Are Shattered

With three games left in the season, 
the Winchester Sachems’ post season 
dream is shattered. Five straight losses, 
the last three being Melrose, Lexington 
and Wakefield, have simply kicked 
Winchester right out of the playoff pic¬ 
ture. 

The last loss was to Melrose; a 9-0 
embarrassment for the Sachems, which 
dropped their record to 8-7 in the league. 
10-7 overall 

Winchester managed only four hits in 
the ball game, and to top it off not one 
relief pitcher was effective, with the 
exception of Bruce Campbell who pitched 
2-:i of an inning, giving up no runs. 

Co-captain Sam Kenton started the 
game for Winchester and pitched well up 
until the sixth inning when he started to 
tire. Down 4-0, Coach Bill Chase decided 
to lake Kenton out in favor of Mark 
Pelloux. 

With a man on first and two out, 
Pelloux would have to face first baseman 
Dan Muse. It seemed as though Win¬ 


chester would end the sixth down 4-0, but 
on Pelloux’ second pitch to Muse, Muse 
smashed a homerun into the right center 
field bleachers. 

By the time Pelloux got out of the 
inning, Melrose was in command 7-0. 

The runs seemed to keep coming for 
Melrose, and the zeros kept popping up 
for Winchester, as Melrose knocked the 
sliding Sachems for a loop, and out of the 
States, 9-0. 

Last Friday, Winchester dropped a 4-3 
decision to the Lexington Minulemen, 
which was by the way. the fourth game in 
a row that Winchester has lost by one 
run. 

Kenton, again pitched well, but came 
up on the short end of the stick. He gave 
up four runs, (only 2 were earned) on six 
hits, walked two, and struck out five. 

At the end of three, the game was 
deadlocked 2-2, but in the bottom of the 
fourth Lexington got what turned out to 
he the tying and winning runs. With a 
man on first and no outs, Lexington’s 
David Shaw laid down a bunt. In an at¬ 


tempt to rip Shaw at first, co-captain 
Steve llolahan threw over first base 
allowing the go ahead run to score 

Shortly after, Chris Hinkle drove 
Shaw home for the eventual winning run 

Winchester could only muster up one 
more run in the top of the fifth, but that 
wasn’t enough to catch the pesky 
Minutemen. Final score Lexington 4. 
Sachems 3. 

Kich Fennell, 2 for 4, 1 rbi; Paul 
White, 1 for3, triple, 1 rbi; and Kenton, I 
for 3, 1 rbi; were the main producers 
against Lexington. John Wiseman and 
Paul DeGregorio also contributed with a 
hit apiece. 

In another spine-chiller last week, 
Winchester lost to Wakefield 4-3. 
Sophomore Steve MacDonald was the 
starting pitcher for Winchester. 

With Winchester batting in the bottom 
of the third, and down 4-0, it didn’t seem 
like it was going to be MacDonald's day 
But Winchester answered back in the 
bottom of the third. 

Steve Costello singled and Kenton 
brought him home with a double to make 


the score 4-1, Wakefield. Before you 
could say Paul White, Winchester had 
another run as White, a junior, drove 
Kenton home. 

The rest of the game was a pitching 
duel as MacDonald for Winchester and 
Strauss lor Wakefield went the next 3 and 
1-2 innings without giving up a run 

It looked as though Winchester was 
going to go down quietly in the bottom of 
the seventh as Wakefield pushed them to 
the brink getting the first two outs. 

But Fennell, 2 for 4, Kenton, 2 for 4, 1 
rbi; and White. 2 for4, I rbi; would not go 
down without a fight, as they all singled, 
making the score 4-3, Wakefield. 
However, Strauss wasn’t about to give up 
either, as he got Chris Cahill on a 
fielder's choice to end ihe game. 

Chase explained, "The games we 
were winning in the first half are the ones 
we're losing now." 

It seems as though Winchester will 
have to go back to whatever they were 
doing in ihe first half of ihe year, to 
salvage the last three games of the 
season.

"I've wanted to do this since the 
fourth grade," said Jeff Hath, alias 
Norman Rockwell. "I've been a big fan of 
Norman Rockwell for a while and my 
mother said 1 should be an artist so I 
picked him. We have lots of his books at 
home." 

"We've all been looking forward to 
putting on the wax museum since fourth 
grade," said Bonniejean Ripley who was 
the spitting image of Abe Lincoln. 
Bonniejean said she chose Lincoln 
because he is one of her ancestors. 

“I have a book that was really signed 
by him," she said, proudly displaying it 
on her podium after the lights had 
dimmed. "I like him because he was 
interesting and very, very nice." 

One of the main attractions at the wax 
museum was the piano playing by Sara 
Laber also known as Johann Sebastian 
Bach last week 

Laber had been playing piano for six 
years — half her lifetime. She said she 
chose to act out the character of Bach 
because he is one of her favorite com 
posers. All the students agreed that her 
playing is "gorgeous.” 

Many students confessed that they 


harbored secret desires to be famous 
themselves and in some cases this goal 
was reflected in the character choices. 

David Colozzi said he wanted to be 
George Washington because he was so 
well known; a status Colozzi hopes to 
reach someday. "1 always liked famous 
people that everybody would know so I 
would get a lot of publicity and be in the 
papers," he said. And he was right. 

Jennifer Bolter chose Margaret Mead 
because she read a story about Mead and 
w as intrigued by her trip and discoveries 
in Samoa 

Vanessa Biggs said she has known she 
would be Marie Curie since she was in 
lourth grade. “I'm very interested in 
Madame Curie because I like science," 
she said. 

Kent McCord said he chose Thomas 
Jefferson because he liked the time 
period Jefferson represented. “I like 
liistory around that time," he said “I 
like independence. It was the beginning 
of the country." 

Regardless ol who the students chose 
to |x>rtray it was obvious that a great 
deal ol time and effort went into the 
costumes. Some costumes became 
family projects, with siblings, parents, 
aunts, uncles and grandparents digging 
up props and thinking of ideas. 

"But we couldn't have done it without 
Ms. Scharch and Mr. Lynch," said Brian 
Quit) who also moonlights as Thomas 
Edison. The other sixth graders en¬ 
thusiastically chimed in their 
agreement. 

Bonniejean said her favorite part of 
the Wax Museum was the fact that the 
smaller children believed everything. 

Most ol the students enjoyed being 
"frozen" the most. “My favorite part 
was when Ms. Scharch would announce 


that the wax softens with the music and 
then we would come to life," exclaimed 
Vanessa. 

Jefl Rath liked it when people would 
talk to him and he did not have to answer. 
“The kids kept asking questions and I 
kept laughing inside and staying very 
still." he said 

It was hard to tell who got the most out 
ol the experience. But all agreed that 
everybody had a lot of fun. 

"We pul it on for the world," said 


Sara. "It was very exciting and a lot of 
people benefited from it!" 

“The experience helped me to cope 
with people in the future," said Brian 
Duin "It taught me research skills and I 
had a lot of fun. We learned to buckle 
down and get information." 

Vanessa said she learned how lo act 
with the public. 

Bonniejean summed it up nicely. "We 
all bad a lot ol tun." she said.

With that, the 
audience at the Lincoln School Wax 
Museum is whisked through a time warp 
Into the past. 


In one corner, Norman Rockwell is 
dipping into his palette and creating 
masterpcices on his large easel. Close 
by, Madame Curie is concocting potions 
in her test lubes while her mustachioed 
husband Pierre looks on. 
Simultaneously, Washington Carver is 
making peanut butter for all to taste. 


The music of Johann Sebastian Bach 
filters through the air and there is Bach 
himself playing the piano. Thomas 
Jefferson is busy signing the Declaration 
of Independence, while Alexander 
Graham Bell invents the telephone. 


Seeing is believing and Iasi week 
there was no question about it. History 
was being recreated in Lincoln 
Elementary School. 


But what is almost impossible to 
believe is that the 52 famous “wax" 
figures were really the sixth grade class 
at Lincoln School. 


And not only were the sixth graders 
dressed up. performing and teaching but 
the Third Annual Wax Museum was 
entirely researched, designed and 
produced by the sixth grade class. The 
students completed all the work them¬ 
selves under the guidance and in¬ 
spiration ol their teachers, Ms. Mary 
Scharch and Mr. Robert Lynch.

High Blood Pressure Can Strike Without Warning

High blood pressure, or hypertension, 
is tin abnormally high pressure exerted 
against the walls of your arteries. 
Hypertension is now recognized as one of 
the nation's most serious health 
problems. 

It is estimated that 35 million 
Americans have high blood pressure. 
Because there tire usually no symptoms, 
hypertension can go undetected for many 
years and can lead to premature death or 
disability from heart attack, stroke or 
kidney disease. 


small number of cases, we still do not 
know. However, increasing evidence 
suggests that the use of salt, being 
overweight, smoking, lack ol exercise 
and even oral contraceptives all may he 
contributing to the epidemic levels ol 
hypertension in this country. 


What causes the problem? Except in a 


Studies have shown that in areas 
where little to no salt is used, there is 
very little hypertension. Many 
physicians are now recommending that 
you cut back on the use of salt and avoid 
foods that are prepared with salt, 
whether or not you have high blood 
pressure. If you do have high blood 
pressure, a low-salt diet can usually help 
to lower the pressure. 


It is known that being excessively 
overweight (20 percent over recom¬ 
mended weight i and smoking cigarettes 
increase your risk of heart disease. 
People who exercise find themselves 
smoking less and losing weight, so a 
vigorous fitness program emphasizing 
such exercises as swimming, jogging, 
cycling or even walking can be very 
helpful. 


unusually high levels of stress can raise 
blood pressure, it is probably not the 
major cause of high blood pressure for 
most people. 


As for oral contraceptives, recent 
research has shown that they can cause 
hyixM tonsion in some women. If you are 
using the Hill, discuss this with your 
doctor and have your blood pressure 
checked every six months. 


It is also not true that people who are 
relaxed and easygoing will not get 
hypertension. We do not know where 
hypertension will strike, but there is a 
very simple way of finding out what your 
blood pressure is: Have it measured. 


If your blood pressure is high, be sure 
to follow your doctor’s instructions. He 
will usually talk to you about some of the 
things we have mentioned and he may 
recommend your taking some medicine, 
usually a diuretic or “water pill.” 


While there is some evidence that 


This drug helps to wash the excess 


salt from your system and to bring your 
pressure down to a normal level. In some 
cases, your physician will prescribe 
other drugs in addition to the diuretic. 

If you are taking any of these drugs, 
you may experience side effects. 
However, do not stop taking your 
medicine. If you are having problems 
with your medication, tell your doctor. 

Remember: In most cases, high blood 
pressure can be controlled but not cured.

The recent death of a local 14 month 
old baby has sparked a full-scale state 
and federal investigation into the safety 
of a particular model of portable 
children’s playpens. The death was the 
second in six months directly attributed 
lo this type of playpen and other baby 
fatalities have been blamed on it. 

The play yard, sometimes referred to 
as a “kiddy corral” is a circular playpen 
with no top or bottom, made out of 
wooden slats and secured together so the 
collapsable slats form "V" shaped air 
spaces. It can be opened up to adjust the 
width of the play area. 

In the incident which sparked the 


Winchester Youth Dies 
In One-Car Accident 


Chevrolet Malibu was headed north on 
Main st. towards Woburn when the ac¬ 
cident occured at about 10:28 p.m. 

Minutes before, Capone had picked up 
McGrath and Torre at the Winchester 
train station and headed for Woburn. At 
the intersection of Skillings rd. and Main 
st., he stopped to give a ride to Flaherty, 
who was hitchhiking to Woburn. 

After driving just a few more blocks, 
Capone apparently lost control of the car, 
and it went across the yellow line, struck 
the pole on the drivers’s side, overturned 
and slid into a cement planter. 

One man in the crowd at the accident 
scene said he had heard the crash from 
his Wendall st. home. 

"The sound woke me right out of' 
bed," he said. "It was a sickening 
sound.” 

When he got to the scene, the man 
continued, "one kid was leaning against 
the building in a daze, and another was 
crawling out of the car — it was a real 
mess.” 

When Mawn and Officer Daniel 
McGee arrived at the scene, they saw 
McGrath and Torre sitting outside the 
car, and Flaherty trapped in the back 
seat. 

Only after they had pulled Flaherty 
from the car with the "Jaws of Life”, did 


they realize that Capone was still trapped 
behind the steering wheel. 

Mawn again attacked the car with the 
"jaws”, but it took nearly 12 minutes to 
free Capone from the car. 

Police Sgt. Kenneth Albertelli, Who 
was also at the scene, commented in his 
report that this was a particularly dif¬ 
ficult operation, because of the live high 
tension wires and the large crowd that 
surrounded the accident scene. 

Once freed, Capone was rushed to 
Winchester Hospital in a Fire Dept, 
ambulance, with Mawn driving and 
Firefighters John Frongillo and William 
Duran administering CPR to Capone. 

At the hospital, Capone was given 
emergency care by two doctors, Joseph 
Stone and Richard Kingsbury, several 
nurses and the emergency room team for 
over an hour. 

But all efforts failed, and at 12:07 
Capone was pronounced dead by Dr. 
Stone. 

Winchester police have asked the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles "Fatal 
Team” to investigate the accident. 
Woburn police and a police photographer 
also helped out at the scene. 

Police have said there was no 


A U)-year-old Winchester youth was 
killed Monday night in the only fatal 
accident in Massachusetts during the 
Memorial Day week-end. 

Wayne A. Capone, of Irving st., was 
killed after the car he was driving in 
struck a telephone pole at 102(1 Main st., 
at the Boodakian Rug Co. 

Capone was pulled from behind the 
driver steering wheel by police using the 
“Jaws Of Life”, and received emergency 
treatment at Winchester Hospital for 
more than an hour before he died. 

The three passengers in Capone's car 
were injured in the crash. 

The most serverly injured was Car¬ 
men Torre, 20, of Tuscon, Ariz., formerly 
of Forest st. Torre, who was visiting 
relatives in town, received back and 
chest injuries. He was admitted to 
Winchester Hospital, where he was listed 
in "lair” condition. 

The other two passengers were 
treated at Winchester Hospital and 
released. 

John E. McGrath, 20, of Boston ave. in 
Medford, was treated foe head and back 
pains, and John E. Flaherty, 25, of 
Vernon st. Woburn, was treated for in¬ 
juries to bis head and right wrist.

Sampson said most of his business is 
conducted during business hours hut he 
does need to have a few vans passing 
through the driveway after 7 p.m.

“The spirit of the parade is fabulous,” 
she added.

Elizabeth Collins, of Glenwood ave., 
said she watches the parade every year. 

"I like to watch the VFWs,” she said, 
“particularly my grandson, Kevin 
Sullivan.” 


Among those marching with the 
American Legion Post 97 and Aberjona 
Post 3719 VFW were Kevin Sullivan and 
Jonathon “Jet” Dean, both veterans of 
the Vietnam war. Sullivan said he was 
happy about the spirit of the parade and 
services. Memorial Day, said Sullivan, 
gives him a chance to “pray for the guys 
that died with me.” 

Sullivan said that “wars have proven 
to be divisive” and that “unpopular wars 
have torn our country apart...and shaken 
our moral fiber. 

“They (the Vietnam veterans) did, 
however, die with a purpose," Sullivan 
said, “And each combat has furthered 
our freedoms.” 

Jet Dean, who joined the service with 
Sullivan, was very impressed with this 
year’s crowd reception for Vietnam war 
veterans. “Last year was the first time 
that people actually clapped for us,” he 
staid. 

i “We came back at the height of 


pacifism. No one wanted anything to do 
with Vietnam Vets,” Dean said. 

Both Dean and Sullivan are originally 
from Reading . Sullivan, who now lives 
in Winchester has a family and works for 
the water department. Dean, who lives at 
8 Laurel Hill Lane, is a Winchester police 
officer and a color guard of the VFW. 

Although the bands were large in 
number, the veteran turnout was small 
and has dropped increasingly each year, 
according to Sullivan. In past years, 
Sullivan said, 10 to 15 Vietnam Vets 
marched in the parade. This year only 
Sullivan, Dean and Daniel McGee, an 
honor guard, maintained their loyalty to 
the forgotten heroes of the Vietnam War. 
“We haven't missed a parade since 
1909,” Sullivan said. 

Leading the parade in the music 
department was the Boston Firemen's 
Band; the sprightly Winchester High 
School Marching Band^Sie Immaculate 
Conception Drum and Bugle Corps; the 




McCall Junior High School Band; and the 
Winchester Elementary Band. The St 
Patrick’s Drill team from Stoneham also 
appeared. 

Other units in the parade included: 
Members of the Winchester Police and 
Fire Departments; Veterans from the 
VFW, American Legion and its 
Auxiliaries; Boy Scouts and Cub Scouts 
from the Winchester Minuteman 
Council; an M.D.C. Mounted patrol and a 
Motorcycle Unit. 

The military units were from the 94th 
U.S. Army Reserve Center and the 
llanseom Air Force Base both in Bed¬ 
ford. 

Commander Warren Bolivar of the 
VFW placed a wreath at the foot of a war 
memorial in Calvary Cemetery during 
the first prayer and meditation of the 
day. The memorial address was 
delivered by Rev. Arthur Reardon, 
Ppstor of St. Mary's (,'hurcji. 

' Chairman of the Board Of Selectmen 
Edward. O'Connell, extended his ap¬ 


preciation to all those who came to pay 
respect and homage to the dead. He 
thanked the Ladies Auxilliary for adding 
charm and color to the parade and 
compared their blue uniforms to the 
“blue of loyalty." O'Connell added that 
“we should march in the parade to honor 
the deceased veterans of all wars and not 
worry about the heat." 

Before proceeding to the Town Hall, 
the ceremony at Calvary Cemetery 
ended with the mournful wail of a lone 
trumpeter playing “Taps" followed by 
“The National Anthem," both of which 
were performed by members of the 
Winchester High School Band. 

After the cemetery ceremony, the 
parade proceeded down Washington st. 
where hundreds of red, white and blue 
flags fluttering in the breeze marked the 
lawns of Winchester residents. 

The parade then went on to the Town 
Hall, tiie War Memorial at Lincoln 
School, and the Wildwood Cemetery 
where a prayer and meditation was 
delivered by Reverend Walter Davis, 
Pastor of the First Congregational 
Church.

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Out-Of-Work Teachers Helped Into Jobs 


Sandy Pollack began gelling ready for 
Proposition 2.r> five years ago. 

That's when she started the "LIVE" 
program at Middlesex Community 
College to re train women who wanted to 
get into a new job. 

()ver the past five years, quite a few 
of her students have been teachers who 
were laid off because of declining 
enrollment. And with Prop. 2.5, Pollack 
is expecting a lot more teachers. 

"This is going to be a bad year," 
Pollack said. "We knew something like 
tins was on the horizon — if not from 2.5 
then from declining enrollment. 

"But 2.5 is going to make things a lot 
worse. Even teachers who haven't lost 
their jobs are sick of it all — burnt out — 
and they are going to leave." 

While no one knows exactly how many 
teachers will leave, the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association is predicting 12,000 
teachers will be laid off in June, while the 
Mass. Association of School Committees 
is going with a figure of 6000 to (1000. 

A host of courses, seminars and 
training sessions have sprung up to 
funnel those teachers into jobs. 

The Middlesex program is designed to 
help teachers, or any woman who wants 
to get back into the job market, decide 
what she wants to do. 

"People come in and say, T can do 
anything ." Pollack said. "But the truth 
is they can only go in one direction at a 
time. 


"Our program helps them focus their 
skills into the field that’s best suited to 
their interests.” 

This "focusing" is done during the 
first semester, in three courses. 

The first features lectures by business 
people on different career possibilities. 
Students also take a vocational aptitude 
test, learn how to prepare a resume, and 
do what Pollack calls "soul searching." 

"People have to learn what skills they 
have, and they have to know what they 
want to do before they go into the 
marketplace," Pollack said. 

"When they come to us, it’s usually no 
more than a gut feeling, and we try to 
develop that." 

The second part is an "assertiveness 
training" course, to prepare women for 
the changes a new career will bring. 

The course features talks on personal 
development, how to get "up" for an 
interview, and financial planning. 

The last session is an introduction to 
management, teaching the women how 
to think like business people, what’s 
expected of them in the business world, 
and what it feels like to enter that world. 

After one semester of preparation, the 
studenLs begin looking for an internship. 

Pollack said she tries to place the 
students in whatever business interests 
them, but she encourages them to go into 
computer programming and technical 
writing.

greatest need for personnel exists,” 
Pollack said. "Most teachers have the 
skills for technical editing and writing, 
while others have the math background 
for computer programming." 

Not all of Pollack’s students go into 
computers, however. 

“Some people want to start their own 
business. In one case, we had a woman 
who had designed and constructed three 
houses, so we placed her as an assistant 
to an architect. 

"You have to listen to the things they 
tell you,” Pollack continued. "One 
woman was always talking about her 
father, who was a judge, and who she 
respected, very much. 

“We ended up getting her a job as a 
para-legal aide, and she loves it." 

Many women turn their internships 
into full-time jobs. Kiala Reich, of 
Nassau dr., got her job as a computer 
programmer that way. 

Reich entered the course after 
deciding she wanted to work again after 
16 years away from teaching. 

“I had taken a few programming 
courses, and thought I might want to get 
into the field," she said. “But I didn’t 
know how to gel into it, or how to in¬ 
vestigate different jobs.” 

Reich enrolled in the course, and that 
led to an internship as a programmer for 
Mitre Corp. in Bedford. When the in¬ 
ternship ended, Reich was put on full 
time, and she’s been working there for 
the last four years. 

Pollack noted that 75 percent of her 
graduates who decide to get jobs find 
them. But she added that even for those 
who decide work isn’t for them, the 
course is a good experience. 

“It's a testing, learning experience, 
and it’s fun,” Pollack said. “Kven if you 
decide you never want to go back to 
work, just taking the course can become 
one of life's better experiences.” 

There are several different courses 
available for teachers or women who 


want a new career. 

Middlesex Community College is 
holding an Open House on June 2 to 
explain some of its courses. The Open 
House will beat the colleges’s Bedford 
campus, on Springs rd. 

The "LIVE” program, which runs 
for two-semesters, costs $550, and for 
information, call Sandy Pollack at 
275-8910 ext. 291. 

Middlesex also offers any one of 
the three courses in the "LIVE” 
program — Alternative Careers for 
Teachers, Assertiveness Training, or 
Introduction to Business — 
seperalely, at $50 a course. 

Middlesex is also offering a course 
leaching technical writing to teachers 
who have been laid off. Because the 
course, which will run from July to 
November, is funded by the state’s 
Division of Occupational Education, it 
cpsts $300. 

Middlesex is also offering a 
summer intership program for $350. 

For those who don’t want to spend 
a semester or two discovering where 
they want to work, there is an alter¬ 
native. 

The Continuing Education of 
Institute, a four-year old organization 
set up to develop training programs 
for adults, is offering a one-day 
seminar entitled "Alternative 
Careers for Teachers". 

Representatives from the banking, 
health, high technology, manufac¬ 
turing, energy, insurance and hotel 
industries will speak to participatnts 
on job opoportunilies in their fields. 

The seminar will be held on June 13 
at the Park Tower Motor Inn in 
Needham. The cost for the session is 
$40, and includes lunch.

There Is A Pattern To Deaths On Winchester’s Streets 


The kids gathered at the 
Common for Wayne Capone’s 
memorial tribute on Tuesday 
had been hit hard. 

Seeing yet another friend die 
in an automobile had left them 
shocked and weeping. 

The tribute was like a film of 
the tribute, held only a month 
ago, for Dana Lent and Mark 
Zazzara. The same place, the 
same lights from the Auxilliary 
Fire Department, and many of 
the same kids. 

Yet it was a film distorted, 


slowed down. That first 
memorial service had ended on 
an element of hope, as two local 
pastors spoke to the kids, urging 
them to learn a lesson from the 
deaths of Zazzara and Lent, to 
learn to respect themselves. 

The kids went away from that 
service comforted, re-assured 
that some good could come of 
such a tragedy. 

That comfort was shattered 
by the death of Capone. Nothing 
had changed. At least one of 


their friends hadn’t learned the 
lesson of the two deaths. 

And knowing that hurt. There 
was no hope, no comfort Tuesday 
night, only hard, cruel truth. 
Most of the people at Capone’s 
memorial were weeping openly. 
What had been a lesson, even a 
fluke, of the first accident 
became a pattern with the 
second. 

Mark Zazzara’s brother, Tom 
who spoke at the tribute, did his 
best to drive that pattern home. 


"It’s too bad it took three 
deaths, never mind one, and my 
own flesh and blood,” he said. 
‘‘There are a few of you here that 
this will go in one ear and out the 
other. 

‘‘The partying can keep going 
on, because it's going to anyway. 
But if you’re going to drive, you 
have got to keep it slow. ” 

This was one of their own 
telling them to slow down. Not a 
parent (who are just too old to 
understand) or a pastor (who is 


just too self-righteous) but a kid 
with long blonde hair and tatoos. 

A kid who knew the routine of 
cruising around Winchester that 
is about the only entertainment 
most of these kids know. 

That’s the pattern of teen-age 
life in town, and in every town 
around. Everyone takes his car, 
their cars, parties with a few 
friends, drives around, and sees 
a few more friends. 

Eventually, the percentages 
rule some of those cars will be 


wrecked, and some of those kids 
will die. 

Memorial day had been 
typical. The kids started 
gathering at the Common at 4 
p.m., driving up Laraway rd., 
stopping for a few minutes to 
talk to friends, and driving oft 
again. 

Capone fit that pattern. He 
went down to the Common about 
10:30, picked up two kids there, 
and drove off. 

Before he went a mile, he 
died.

I went to a fashion show the 
other day along with a couple of 
hundred other women from our 
town.

Our models for the day were 
young women for the most part,

whether or not they are safe. Society has 
changed with complete disrespect for 
human life. Manufacturers will say their 
product is safe, but it is not." 

A relative of the local accident victim 
said, “They don’t manufacture these 
products with the intent to harm 
anybody, but there should be a way of 
making John Q. Public aware of what 
these playpens can do. There are two 
proven cases now of deaths caused by 
these playpens and one suspected death 
caused by them. 

“When I think of all those un¬ 
suspecting mothers who put their babies 
in those playpens and think they’re safe, 
it upsets me terribly," she continued.

his operation, Sampson now plans to be 
one of seven alarm companies in 
Massachusetts to have his central station 
listed by Underwriters Laboratory (UL), 
a quality certification issued by in¬ 
surance companies. 

American Alarm is already UL listed 
for local mercantile alarm systems and 
police connected alarms. “This would 
allow us to do the whole range of possible 
alarm systems,” Sampson explained. 

Stringent guidelines must be met 
before a company qualifies for this 
listing. One of those requirements in¬ 
cludes housing the- company’s 24-hour 
alarm monitoring station in a fireproof, 
bomb-resistent building. The present 
office for American Alarm is in a wooden 
building. The new headquarters will be 
brick. 

Other UL requirements for the central 
station include: controlled access to the 
station, bathroom and rudimentary 
cooking facilities, electric door locks and 
strikes, secure underground telephone 
arid communication cables, locked 
manholes, direct hotlines to the police 
and fire departments and auxiliary 
power. 

Sampson claims that Winchster and 
neighboring towns will benefit if 
American Alarm is UL certified. 

Businesses that must use a UL cer¬ 
tified alarm company could save on their 
telephone line rental costs, he said, since 
they would be able to hook up com¬ 
munications to an alarm system in their 
own telephone exchange. Now businesses 
must go to ADT in Cambridge and 
Sampson said telephone line rental runs, 
from $80 to $100 a month and up. If there 
were a UL station in Winchester, the cost 
would be $12.50, according to Sampson. 
He estimated that at least 20 Winchester 
businesses and over 100 Woburn 
businesses would save on alarm line 
rental if he were UL listed. 

Sampson says he turns down two to 
three calls a week from people who must 
use an alarm company that is UL listed. 


“Maybe by notifying people of this ac¬ 
cident it will save some other child’s 
life." 

Dr. Hori said other medical 
examiners have told him they have also 
seen deaths caused by (his type of 
playpen. 

These deaths have only recently 
aroused suspicions and prompted in¬ 
vestigations by state and federal 
agencies. "I am conducting an in¬ 
vestigation into this (the local) incident," 
said Leticia Jendraszek, state Consumer 
Product Safety Commission member. "I 
have had similar complaints on this 
general type of item.” 

The commission has been unable to 
locate the manufacturer of the actual 


piaypen involved in this month's accident 
as that particular one is over 15 years 
old. But Consumer Product Safety 
Commission Director Jerome Donovan 
said the commission is in the process of 
tracing its origin now. “We’re launching 
an in-depth investigation to send to the 
federal Consumer Product Safety 
Commission," he said. 

Topsy Turvy co-owner Nancy 
Dressier used to keep a wooden circular 
playpen in her store on Main st . but she 
has taken it out of service. "In 15 years, 
I've never had an incident, but if people 
are apprehensive, I thought I'd tem¬ 
porarily retire it," she said. “I don’t 
know what to do because I've had no 
problems, but it only takes one ac 


More Than Meets The Eye At 
American Alarm Headquarters 


By SUSAN SCHNECK 

There is more going on behind the 
doors of the temperature controlled, 
densely wired American Alarm and 
Communications Inc. office than 
protecting homes. 

Their central alarm station monitors 
businesses, homes, hospitals, museums, 
aviation all over eastern Massachusetts 
and conducts secret government work. 
And they often arrive at the scene of 
crimes before the police. 

“Hardly a week goes by that we don’t 
detect several burglaries in progress," 
said American Alarm President Richard 
Sampson. “Our product is loss preven¬ 
tion.” 

A few months ago, one of Sampson’s 
alarms saved a Winchester woman’s life. 
She was sleeping when the house caught 
fire, triggering the alarm. The central 
station employee called the fire depart¬ 
ment and the woman was wakened from 
her sleep. 

The central system also monitors 


cash machines in banks. The computer 
can detect when the machine is being 
improperly used or if, for example, it has 
run out of tens. 

The computer also monitors 
navigational beacons on airplanes If a 
beacon stops signalling, the computer 
picks it up, an alarm goes off, and 
American Alarm notifies Logan airport. 
This system of monitoring navigational 
equipment is being written up in an FA A 
in-house publication to be a model around 
the country. 

Through the use of silent surveillance, 
American Alarm monitors warehouses, 
walkin freezers, or munieiple property 
Electronic stakeouts can catch crimes in 
progress.

It plans to foster programs that 
employ practical ways to use humanistic 
psychology to get at the basic issues 
people face in trying to achieve their true 
stature. 

As funds are contributed to the 
Foundation, its initial grants will be 
assigned here in Winchester to the 
Counseling Resource Center, Inc., a non¬ 
profit, tax exempt corporation with an 
enviable record of service. 

But it hopes as it gathers support to be 
able soon to award grants to other 
qualified, accredited charitable agencies 
working with individuals, groups, and 
communities to encourage their ex¬ 
ploration and application of until-now 
unused potentials. 

After careful investigation of the 
Counseling Resource Center, the 
Foundation's Board of Regents voted to 
recommend adoption of the Center as its 
first object of charitable support.

continuously. It occupies a highly 
respected place in Winchester and in the 
North Suburban communities. 

During the last five years over forty- 
one percent of its clients were referred to 
it by former clients. In 1980, its staff 
performed 71 percent more “operations” 
(professional services rendered to 
clients) than in 1979. 

In its program, it includes 
professional basic financial management 
planning, psychological testing and 
counseling for career planning for young 
people and also for mature adults in 
search of mid-life changes that will fit the 
fluid demands of the burgeoning 
vocational scene in our modern industry.
